NEW DELHI 

The Central Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation on Wednesday ar¬ 
rested former Finance Minis¬ 
ter P. Chidambaram soon 
after he held a press confe¬ 
rence at the Congress head¬ 
quarters refuting all charges 
against him in the INX Media 
case. 

“He has been arrested on 
an arrest warrant issued by a 
competent court,” said CBI 
spokesperson Nitin 

Wakankar. 

After his arrest, doctors 
from the Ram Manohar Lo- 
hia Hospital conducted a 
medical examination on him 
at the CBI headquarters, 
sources said. 

Mr. Chidambaram has 
been kept in suite No. 5 of 
the CBI Guest House on the 
ground floor of the agency 
headquarters, they said. 

He will be produced be¬ 
fore a special CBI court on 
Thursday, where the agency 
will seek his remand. 

Earlier, high drama un¬ 
folded outside Mr. Chidam¬ 
baram’s residence following 
his arrival after the press 
conference around 8.15 p.m. 

A CBI team, which had 
earlier reached the Congress 
headquarters, jumped over 
the wall of the premises to 
enter Mr. Chidambaram's 
house. An ED team, led by a 
Joint Director-level officer,

also entered the residence. 

Mr. Chidambaram’s sup¬ 
porters soon gathered out¬ 
side, shouting slogans 
against the investigating 
agencies and the Central 
government. 

After completing the for¬ 
malities, the CBI team took 
custody of Mr. Chidamba¬ 
ram around 9.30 p.m. and 
drove away in a car to the 
CBI headquarters. 

Bail denied 

The CBI and the ED teams 
had started looking for Mr. 
Chidambaram after his plea 
for anticipatory bail was de¬ 
nied by the Delhi High Court 


on Tuesday, and his appeal 
was not immediately listed 
for hearing by the Supreme 
Court. 

Several teams of the two 
agencies attempted to track 
him down, but he could not 
be traced till he appeared for 
the press conference. 

In a twist to the daylong 
drama with news channels 
and the ruling government 
questioning Mr. Chidamba¬ 
ram’s alleged attempts at 
“evading” arrest, he ap¬ 
peared at the Congress head¬ 
quarters at 8 p.m. to address 
the media. 

“In the INX Media case, I 
have not been accused of 


any offence. Nor has anyone 
else, including any member 
of my family, been accused 
of any offence. In fact, there 
is no chargesheet by either 
the CBI or the ED filed before 
a competent court,” he said. 

He also said that the FIR 
did not accuse him of any 
wrongdoing. “Yes, there is a 
widespread impression that 
grave offences have been 
committed, and my son and 
I have committed those of¬ 
fences. Nothing can be farth¬ 
er from truth. These are lies 
spread by pathological liars.”

‘Attacked with stones’ 

The police claimed the prot¬ 
esters turned violent and at¬ 
tacked officers with sticks 
and stones. “Mild and rea¬ 
sonable force had to be used 
to disperse the unruly mob.

‘Aadhaar linkage never considered’

The Madras High Court on 
Wednesday made it clear 
that it was absolutely not in¬ 
terested, at any point of 
time, in addressing a plea 
made by two public interest 
litigation (PIL) petitioners to 
link Aadhaar or any other 
government authorised 
identity proof with social 
media accounts held by 
individuals. 

Justices S. Manikumar 
and Subramonium Prasad 
clarified that they had ex¬ 
panded the scope of the two 
PIL petitions long back and 
had issued notices to Face- 
book, YouTube, Google, 
WhatsApp, Twitter and a 
few others only to make 
them share information 
with the police in cases in¬ 


volving cyber crimes. 

The judges agreed with 
the submissions of Advocate 
General Vijay Narayan and 
Additional Government 
Pleader E. Manoharan that 
much water had flowed ever 
since the court expanded 
the scope of the case in Au¬ 
gust last year and the social 
media giants too had been 
participating in the pro¬ 
ceedings for long. 

However, some of them 
had moved the Supreme 
Court on Tuesday with a 
plea to transfer the two cas¬ 
es pending in Madras High 
Court, as well as similar cas¬ 
es pending in other High 
Courts, to the top court in 
order to avoid contradictory 
verdicts.

The hot arid desert of Kutch 
was once a humid sub¬ 
tropical forest with a variety 
of birds, freshwater fish and 
possibly giraffes and rhinos, 
a team of Indian and French 
researchers has said. 

Their conclusions are 
based on the discovery of a 
tranche of vertebrate fossils 
from nearly 14 million years 
ago in a geological period 
known as the Miocene. After 
the discovery, they took 
nearly 12 years for analysis. 

The fossils, consisting 
mostly of ribs, and parts of 
teeth and bones, were 
unearthed from Palasava 
village of Rapar taluk in 
Kutch, Gujarat. 

“Overall, the fossil finds 
from Palasava suggest that a 
rich diversity of fauna and 
flora sustained in warm.

Raising “Jai Bhim” slo¬ 
gans, they blocked the road 
in front of Civic Centre in the 
morning and then gathered 
at the Ramlila Maidan, from 
where the rally started 
around 2 p.m. 

Traffic jam 

The protest brought the 
movement of traffic in sever¬ 
al parts of Delhi to a stand¬ 
still, as police personnel 
struggled to bring the situa¬ 
tion under control. 

Traffic moved bumper-to- 
bumper in entire south- east 
Delhi, including Jasola Vihar, 
Greater Kailash, Alaknanda, 
Sangam Vihar, Kalkaji Man- 
dir, roads leading to Govind- 
puri, Nehru Place and 
Badarpur. 

A traffic police officer said 
the protesters were squatting 
on the roads and police per¬ 
sonnel were trying to con¬ 
vince them to call off the 
protest. 

Leading the march, Bhim 
Army chief Chandrashekhar 
Azad told The Hindu: “We 
are going to the temple site 
and will protest till the tem¬ 
ple is rebuilt.” 

The temple in Tughlaka¬ 


bad was demolished by the 
Delhi Development Authori¬ 
ty (DDA) on August 10 follow¬ 
ing a Supreme Court order. 
The DDA is headed by Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor Anil Baijal, 
who is appointed by the Cen¬ 
tral government. The protes¬ 
ters also raised slogans 
against Prime Minister Na- 
rendra Modi and the BJP. 

AAP protest 

Leaders of the Aam Aadmi 
Party, which has also been 
protesting against the demo¬ 
lition, took out a march from 
Ambedkar Bhawan to Ramli¬ 
la Maidan.

AAP MLA Ajay Dutt said 
that the real face of the BJP 
has been revealed.

Balvender Singh, 25, from 
Punjab, came to Delhi to join 
the the protest on Tuesday 
and spent the night at the 
Bangla Sahib Gurdwara.

They have done it intention¬ 
ally,” he said. 

Padam Singh Gautam, 54, 
who was selling posters, flags

“They should not have 
demolished the temple. They 
are playing with the emo¬ 
tions of 30 crore followers of 
Guruji [Ravidas].” 

From a stage erected on 
one end of the Ramlila Mai¬ 
dan, one of the speakers, 
shouted, “Mandir kahan ba- 
nega ?” “Mandir vahin bane- 
ga,” the crowd replied in 
unison. 

As different Dalit groups 
had a disagreement over 
who should speak on the 
stage, a woman worker of the 
Bahujan Samaj Party was al¬ 
legedly pushed down and 
manhandled. 

“She and others wanted to 
gherao Parliament and there 
was a disagreement over it,” 
said Satish Kumar, a 
protester.

The water level of Yamuna 
started to recede and is ex¬ 
pected to fall below the dan¬ 
ger mark in the early hours 
of Thursday. 

About 21,000 people liv¬ 
ing in low lying areas have 
been evacuated since Sun¬ 
day night and the govern¬ 
ment had erected around 
4,000 tents for them, ac¬ 
cording to officials. 

The water level had 
crossed the danger mark of 
205.33 metres at the Old Ya¬ 
muna Bridge at 6 p.m. on 
Monday and since then 
stayed above it. However, at 
5 p.m. on Wednesday, water 
level was 206.50 metres, 
down from 206.60 metres in 
the morning. 

“The water level is ex¬ 
pected to fall to 205.25 
metres between 4 a.m. and 5 
a.m. on Thursday. Now only 
10,000 cusecs of water is be¬ 
ing released from Hathini 
Kund Barrage in Haryana 
and it is very less a quantity 
to increase the water level 
here,” an official said. 

On Sunday evening, Ha¬ 
ryana had released 8.28 lakh 
cusecs of water and it had 
led to rise in water level in 
the Capital. 

“Water is receding, but 
people will stay in the tents 
for the next two days at 
least. We will review the sit¬ 
uation and take a decision 
after it,”Additional District 
Magistrate [East] Arun Gup¬ 
ta told The Hindu. The offi¬ 
cial said that the Old Yamu¬ 


na Bridge, which was closed 
for traffic on Monday, will 
continue to remain closed 
on Thursday. 

In the evening. Chief Mi¬ 
nister Arvind Kejrwial said 
in a tweet, “Now you can re¬ 
lax. For now, there is no dan¬ 
ger of flood. Yamuna water 
has been decreasing contin¬ 
uously for few hours. Less 
water is also being released 
from Haryana. Yamuna level 
had reached 206.60. It is 
now 206.44. There was a lot 
of tension for two days. We 
were monitoring the situa¬ 
tion day and night, [sic]” 

Govt, machinery in action 

The government is provid¬ 
ing water, food, electricity, 
and medical facilities among 
others to people who have 
been moved to tents. 

Raj Kumar, 40, from Delhi 
Civil Defence, who works at 
a camp in Mayur Vihar 
Phase 1 said that they have 
set up around 250 tents in 
the area. He said only some 
farms close to the Yamuna 
have been flooded.

Support poured in for the 
woman’s family from various 
Hindu outfits on Wednesday 
even as the market in Feroze- 
pur Jhirka’s Lai Kuan Chowk 
remained shut for the third 
consecutive day in protest 
against the interfaith mar¬ 
riage. A mahapanchayat will 
be held on Sunday to chalk 
out future course of action. 

Subhash Singla, a member 
of Sangarsh Samiti spear¬ 
heading the protest, claimed 
that the Hindu outfits from 
Alwar, Hodal, Punhana, Roh- 
tak, Gurugram, Sohna and 
Sonipat had come forward 
offering support. 

“The samiti had given 
three-days time to the Mus¬ 
lim community leaders to re¬ 
turn the woman to her pa¬ 
rents. After the Wednesday 
deadline ended, we have de¬ 
cided to open the market for 
three days and hold a maha¬ 
panchayat on Sunday,” said 
Mr. Singla. 

He alleged that the wo¬ 
man had not gone on her 
own and there was a growing 
trend of Hindu girls being 
lured by Muslim youth. 

Aalam Mandal, a Muslim 
leader, said the whereabouts 
of the man and the woman 
were not known. He said that 
efforts were being made to 


maintain communal 

harmony. 

Around 250 police per¬ 
sonnel have been deployed 
in the market, where the 
Sangarsh Samiti is holding 
dharna , to prevent any law 
and order situation. 

Nem Chand Saini, who 
runs Saini Sound Service in 
the market, said, several 
hundred shops in the market 
were closed and the support 
from traders was not forced. 

The woman, 20, had gone 
missing on August 14 from 
outside her college. She 
along with the man ap¬ 
peared before the court on 
August 17 to claim that they 
were married and sought 
police protection. 

Woman’s appeal 

Meanwhile, the woman in a 
six-minute video, which 
went viral, claimed that she 


had married the man on her 
own and both loved each 
other. She made an appeal to 
her community not to resort 
to violence since it was a 
matter of personal choice for 
two adults. 

Reacting to the video, Mr. 
Singla said the woman had 
been acting under pressure 
from the man and his com¬ 
munity. He alleged that she 
was in captivity and being 
dictated to say what she was 
saying. 

Sub-Divisional Magistrate, 
Ferozepur Jhirlca, Reagan 
Kumar said the district admi¬ 
nistration had held several 
rounds of meetings with the 
two parties to de-escalate 
the situation. “The family’s 
allegation that the woman 
was acting under pressure 
can be confirmed only after 
she appears before the pol¬ 
ice,” said Mr. Kumar.

‘Bhakra board handled floods successfully’ 

Controlled water release tackled one of the worst floods in 40 years: BBMB chief

CHANDIGARH 

The Punjab government has 
written to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter seeking ^1,000 crore as 
special flood relief package. 

Chief Minister Amarinder 
Singh in a letter to Prime Mi¬ 
nister Narendra Modi on 
Wednesday also urged him 
to instruct the authorities 
concerned to waive crop 
loans of banks and financial 
institutions availed of by the 
affected farmers. 

The flooding in the river 
Sutlej due to discharge of 
water from the Bhakra Dam 
has caused extensive dam¬ 
age to standing crops and in¬ 
undated residential areas in 
the villages, wrote the Chief 
Minister, adding that an ear¬ 
ly estimate suggested the 
damage to be more than 
?1,700 crore. 

Natural calamity 

The State government has 
declared it a natural calami¬ 
ty in the affected areas, said 
the Chief Minister, adding 
that though necessary assis¬ 
tance was given by the Army 
authorities, the floods in the 
river Sutlej had severely 
damaged standing crops, 
houses and other rural and 
urban infrastructure at ma¬ 
ny places, especially in the 
districts of Ropar, Ludhiana, 


Jalandhar and Kapurthala 
covering over 100 villages. 

The request from the 
Chief Minister came amid re¬ 
ports that 326 villages across 
the State have been adverse¬ 
ly affected, with loss of 
standing crops on nearly 
1.20 lakh acres. 

According to an official 
spokesperson, with rescue 
and relief operations on a 
war-footing, 5,023 people 


have so far been rescued 
from the affected villages. 

Food packets dropped 

Helicopters of the Army 
were pressed into service on 
Wednesday to airdrop food 
packets in flood-hit villages 
of Jalandhar district as they 
remain inundated because 
of breaches in the embank¬ 
ments of the Sutlej river.

Talking to The Hindu, Tra- 
vancore Devaswom Board 
president A. Padmakumar 
said Kerala Chief Minister 
Pinarayi Vijayan is keen on 
developing the facility and 
would convene a meeting in 
Thiruvananthapuram on 
September 5 to discuss the 
immediate priorities of Ni¬ 
lackal in view of the forth¬ 
coming Mandalam-Makara- 


vilakku season. He said the 
board would provide retiring 
facility iyiri) for 20,000 peo¬ 
ple at Nilackal in addition to 
the existing facility to accom¬ 
modate 15,000 people. 

More toilet blocks too 
would be provided at the Ni¬ 
lackal base camp before No¬ 
vember 15. 

Three sewage treatment 
plants with a total capacity 
to treat 10,000 million litres 
a day would be installed at 
Nilackal. 

Mr. Padmakumar said a 
survey by the Revenue De¬ 
partment, in association 
with the Forest Department 
and the TDB, had put the 
land allotted to the TDB at 


Sabarimala as 94.428 acres. 
However, the Forest Depart¬ 
ment raised objections 
claiming that the TDB had 
only 63 acres there. 

The advocate commission 


appointed by the Kerala High 
Court, A.S.P. Kurup, had 
submitted the survey report 
to the court, he said. Mr. Pad¬ 
makumar accused the Forest 
Department of hindering the 


TDB efforts to execute pil¬ 
grim amenity projects at Sa¬ 
barimala, adding that the 
TDB was for executing pil¬ 
grim amenity schemes in an 
eco-friendly manner.

BHADRADRI-KOTHAGUDEM 

The Manuguru Area Com¬ 
mittee of the CPI (Maoist) 
suffered a setback with a 
cadre of its armed squad be¬ 
ing killed in an alleged en¬ 
counter with the police in 
Budugula forest area of Ma¬ 
nuguru mandal in the erst¬ 
while Naxal stronghold of 
Pinapaka constituency early 
on Wednesday. 

Police sources identified 
the slain cadre as Jadi Vee- 
raswamy alias Raghu, 25, a 
dalam member of the CPI 
(Maoist) armed squad. 
Raghu had reportedly 
worked in another Naxal 
outfit for sometime before 
joining the banned CPI 
(Maoist) over a year ago, the 
sources said. 

According to the police, 
the exchange of fire bet¬ 
ween the dalam members 
and a special police team 
took place in the Budugula 
forest area while the latter 
were conducting a pre¬ 
dawn search operation 
based on a reliable input on 
the movement of the ultras 
in the forest fringe area in 
Manuguru mandal. 

The police team reco¬ 
vered the body of the dalam 
member, two weapons, mo¬ 


bile phones and a kit from 
the site. The police did not 
allow presspersons to pro¬ 
ceed to the alleged encoun¬ 
ter site, sources said. 

The cops brought the bo¬ 
dy, clad in a T-shirt, from the 
forest area to a nearby vil¬ 
lage in a tractor trolley in 
the afternoon. The body 
was shifted to the mortuary 
at the Government Area 
Hospital in Bhadrachalam. 

When contacted, Sunil 
Dutt, SP, said the identity of 
the Maoist was yet to be es¬ 
tablished. It is suspected to 
be that of Raghu. 

New tactics 

The slain dalam member 
was moving along with oth¬ 
er armed rebels of the Ma¬ 
nuguru Area Committee in 
the forest area inhabited by 
the Gutti Koya tribals to re¬ 
vive and expand Maoist ac¬ 
tivities in the forest fringe 
habitations, the SP said. 

The rebels have changed 
their tactics by moving in 
separate armed squads each 
comprising five to six dalam 
members in civil dress to ex¬ 
pand their support base in 
the tribal areas by inciting 
people living in forest fringe 
areas over “podu land” is¬ 
sues, he added.

‘Children from shelter 
homes not finding work’ 

Almost 70% unaware of after-care 
entitlements under the law: study

NEW DELHI 

Nearly 40% of children who 
leave shelter homes after 
turning 18 are unable to 
complete schooling, 50% 
are unable to find paid work 
and almost 70% are un¬ 
aware of their after-care en¬ 
titlements under the law, 
finds a study conducted by 
an NGO across five States. 

The study, released on 
Wednesday, is based on the 
testimonies of 435 “care 
leavers” and 100 other key 
stakeholders such as func¬ 
tionaries working on the 
ground for child protection. 
The age of the care leavers 
was between 17 years and 
30 years. 

While 48% of these young 
adults were from govern¬ 
ment-run institutions, 52% 
were from NGO-run institu¬ 
tions. Out of the total care 
leavers, 55% were male and 
the rest were female. 

The study was conducted 
in Delhi, Gujarat, Karnata¬ 
ka, Maharashtra and Rajas¬ 
than by the NGO Udayan 
Care and was supported by 
the TATA Trusts and UN¬ 
ICEF (United Nations Chil¬ 
dren’s Fund). 

‘Never consulted’ 

The survey highlights the 
poor implementation of af¬ 
ter-care provisions pre¬ 
scribed under the Juvenile 
Justice Act (JJ Act), 2015, for 
those who leave child care 
institutions on turning 18. 
The study found that 27% of 
children did not receive any 
form of after care support 
such as housing, medical fa¬ 
cilities, legal awareness, or 
emotional support after 



they left their shelter home. 

As many as 78% of them 
did not have health insu¬ 
rance, 67% were not aware 
of these services and other 
schemes designed for them, 
44% of them had never been 
consulted over their care 
and rehabilitation planning 
during their stay at a home, 
as is required under JJ Act. 

As far as education, voca¬ 
tional skills and the financial 
independence of these 
young adults was con¬ 
cerned, nearly 40% could 
not complete their school¬ 
ing even after 18 years, and 
34% dropped out during 
transitioning from a home 
to independent living. 

As many as 48% did not 
have an independent source 
of earning, and those who 
earned had an average 
monthly salary of between 
17,500 and ^8,500. 

Need for family 

Foroogh Foyouzat, Deputy 
Representative, UNICEF In¬ 
dia, emphasised the impor¬ 
tance of shifting away from 
institutionalisation of chil¬ 
dren. 

“Every child has the right 
to grow up in a family envi¬ 
ronment. Placing children 
in an institution is the last 
resort.

She added that when chil¬ 
dren can’t be reunited with 
their families, they must be 
placed in alternate family¬ 
like environments such as 
through sponsorship or 
foster-care.

Content management 

Courts must let government work out a 
balanced regulatory regime for online content 

T he submissions in the Supreme Court on behalf 
of the Tamil Nadu government in support of link¬ 
ing social media profiles of registered users with 
their Aadhaar numbers are not well-founded in the law 
as it now stands. It is noteworthy that a Division Bench 
of the Madras High Court, which is hearing two writ pe¬ 
titions on this matter, did not see merit in the idea. The 
Bench had during the hearings observed that following 
the Supreme Court’s decision in the Aadhaar case, the 
unique 12-digit-number can be used only for subsidies 
and welfare benefits; and pointed out that Section 57 of 
the Aadhaar Act has been struck down to the extent 
that it authorised body corporate and individuals to use 
the number to establish someone’s identity. The peti¬ 
tioners had approached the High Court with such a 
prayer on the ground that many people got away with 
inflammatory posts on social media because of the lack 
of traceability. However, the Bench has since then ex¬ 
panded the writ petitions’ scope to examine the ade¬ 
quacy of the legal framework on cybercrimes and the 
responsibilities of intermediaries who provide telecom¬ 
munication and online services. The State government 
is batting for better assistance from intermediaries and 
social media companies to trace offending messages. As 
two other High Courts are also hearing similar matters, 
Facebook, WhatsApp and Twitter have sought a transf¬ 
er of all these cases to the apex court so that there are 
no conflicting judgments. 

While the Supreme Court will decide the question of 
transferring these cases to itself, the Madras High Court 
will continue its hearing. A word of caution. The Union 
Ministry of Electronics and Information Technology 
notified new draft rules for intermediaries last year and 
called for public comments. The proposed rules envis¬ 
age new obligations for service providers. One of the 
changes proposed is that intermediaries should help 
identify originators of offensive content. This has creat¬ 
ed some understandable misgivings at a time when 
there is widespread suspicion about online surveil¬ 
lance. Technology companies that use end-to-end en¬ 
cryption have pleaded inability to open a back door for 
identifying originators. The issue concerns the global 
policy of these companies as well as the wider public in¬ 
terest of millions of registered users. After the ICS. Put- 
taswamy decision (2017) in the ‘privacy’ case, any state 
intervention in the regulation of online content has to 
pass the test of proportionality laid down by the court. 
It will be desirable if courts do not impart needless ur¬ 
gency to the process of introducing a balanced regula¬ 
tory regime to curb content that promotes undesirable 
activities such as child pornography, sectarian conflict 
and mob violence, without affecting individual privacy. 
The balance must be right between protecting privacy 
and allowing the state leeway to curb crime. 


Crisis in Rome 

Italy’s political centre is crumbling as 
the far-right steps into an ideological vacuum 

T he resignation speech of Italian Prime Minister 
Giuseppe Conte, with his estranged Interior Mi¬ 
nister Matteo Salvini beside him, was an acknow¬ 
ledgement of all that could go wrong with an opportu¬ 
nistic alliance between a far-right nativist party and a 
professed ideology-less anti-establishment group. 
When the 5-Star Movement led by comedian Beppe 
Grillo and Mr. Salvini’s League joined hands after last 
year’s elections in which no party got majority, the plan 
was to keep establishment parties away and offer a po¬ 
pulist alternative. But for Mr. Conte, the technocrat 
Prime Minister who is not a member of any party, go¬ 
vernance was not easy with contradictions within the 
coalition often coming to the fore. While the 5-Star 
Movement lacked any ideological alternative to offer 
other than its anger towards Italy’s centre-left and con¬ 
servative establishment parties, Mr. Salvini pushed for 
his party’s “Italy-first”, anti-immigrant, anti-EU agenda. 
As Interior Minister, he banned migrant ships. He also 
challenged the EU fiscal orthodoxy by calling for tax 
cuts and spending rises, which appealed to the electo¬ 
rate still reeling under the effects of the debt crisis. The 
League party, a junior member in the coalition, came 
first in Italy in the election to the EU Parliament with 
34% vote. 

The current crisis was triggered by Mr. Salvini’s deci¬ 
sion to withdraw from the coalition. With opinion polls 
suggesting that the League could get up to 38% of the 
popular vote if polls are held soon, Mr. Salvini is on 
course to become Prime Minister. But may be not im¬ 
mediately. The 5-Star Movement has indicated that it is 
open for talks with the centrist Democratic Party. If 
they stitch up an alliance, the League will be out of pow¬ 
er for at least three years. But the problem is that even if 
another coalition is formed, it would not be the answer 
to the country’s problems. An alliance between the 5- 
Star Movement and the Democrats would be another 
odd marriage, like the populist coalition that collapsed 
just now. It would also allow Mr. Salvini to pursue his 
hard-line nationalist politics freely from the opposition, 
preparing himself for the next election. In fact Mr. Salvi¬ 
ni’s rise, from a regional leader in northern Italy to a 
popular nationalist political figure now, is also the story 
of Italy’s political and economic crisis. When establish¬ 
ment parties shy away from addressing structural eco¬ 
nomic issues, the crisis opens avenues for anti-esta¬ 
blishment forces. Italy’s political centre is crumbling. 
The Left is weak. The 5-Star Movement doesn’t have an 
ideological programme. Mr. Salvini, whose hard nation¬ 
alist views echo the far-right politics on the ascent in 
Europe, seems determined to exploit the Italian crisis. 


State-breaking is not nation making 

In the J&K demotion, every code, principle and constitutional sanction protecting federalism has been violated 



I n India most linguistic and eth¬ 
nic groups aspire for a State of 
their own. Militants have taken 
up arms against the government 
and against other groups to 
achieve this particular objective. It 
is, therefore, astonishing that the 
abrogation of Article 370 guaran¬ 
teed by the Constitution, and the 
downgrading of the State of Jam¬ 
mu and Kashmir (J&K), are being 
hailed and celebrated. It is surpris¬ 
ing that the Telangana Govern¬ 
ment which secured its State 
through popular mobilisation, vot¬ 
ed for a Bill that dismembered 
J&K. It is shocking that the Chief 
Minister of Delhi, Arvind Kejriwal, 
who battles for statehood, also 
voted in favour of the Bill, as did 
the regional party in Odisha, the 
Biju Janata Dal. 

Regional parties should be wary 
of a Central government that tam¬ 
pers with their State. The Govern¬ 
ment has now the power to de¬ 
mote any State for whatever 
reason. An unfortunate precedent 
has been set. Every code, every 
principle, every constitutional 
sanction protecting federalism has 
been violated by the Central go¬ 
vernment that relentlessly imple¬ 
ments a myopic agenda. In the 
process no one asks, why not Arti¬ 
cle 370 that grants regional auto¬ 
nomy? For regional autonomy is 
indispensable for India’s plural 
and complex society. 

Issue of co-existence 

This lesson was hammered into 
political consciousness by events 
that followed the collapse of the 
Berlin Wall in 1989. Countries 
melted away and a number of new 


States emerged out of the debris of 
old ones often through processes 
of civil war, ethnic cleansing and 
genocide. As the world saw a rush 
of State-breaking and State-mak¬ 
ing, a new lease of life was infused 
into dormant separatist move¬ 
ments. Some examples were the 
Nagas and the Bodos in India, the 
Chechens in Russia, separatist 
movements in Azerbaijan (Nagor¬ 
no-Karabakh) and Moldova 
(Trans-Dniester), Baluchistan in 
Pakistan, West Papua in Indone¬ 
sia, the Oromos and the Somalis in 
the Ethiopia-Somali region, the 
Kurds in Turkey, Sudan, the Ta¬ 
mils in Sri Lanka, South Ossetia 
and Abkhazia in Georgia, and the 
rise of protest politics in the Kash¬ 
mir Valley. Regional elites in Cana¬ 
da, the United Kingdom and Eu¬ 
rope, such as Quebec, Scotland, 
Catalonia, the Basque country and 
Corsica continue to demand inde¬ 
pendence, off and on. The spate of 
ethnic cleansing and genocide has 
prompted scholars to raise the 
question: how can we ensure that 
people who speak different lan¬ 
guages, worship different gods, 
and follow different belief systems 
coexist in a plural society? 

Kernel of identity 

On balance, scholars agreed that 
federalism is the best answer to 
the question of co-existence. Fed¬ 
eralism has since long been of¬ 
fered as an antidote to the central¬ 
isation of power, which results in a 
democratic deficit in large and 
multicultural societies. Decentrali¬ 
sation and regional autonomy en¬ 
sure responsive governance, fiscal 
prudence and efficiency as well as 
popular participation. But in the 
1990s, scholars realised that indi¬ 
viduals do not only seek economic 
benefits. Individuals need to have 
an identity; they need community 
whether that of language, or reli¬ 
gion, or memory, or shared tradi¬ 
tions. 



Certainly, some people identify 
strongly with their community, 
others identify weakly, and still 
others move on and adopt the 
meaning systems of another com¬ 
munity. But most of the time, most 
of us, are intimately attached to 
the community of birth. For it is 
from here that we learn the first al¬ 
phabet of a language that teaches 
us how to live with people who are 
like us, and people who are not 
like us. The alphabet of this lan¬ 
guage simply allows us to make 
sense of ourselves, our worlds, 
and of our relationships with oth¬ 
ers. If community is so crucial to 
the fact of being human, indivi¬ 
duals should be assured secure ac¬ 
cess to their community. 

Neither the state nor society 
should harm my community. By 
harming my community through 
perverse imaging and acts of vio¬ 
lence, you harm me, you harm a 
citizen of India. Human beings 
without community are lesser hu¬ 
man beings, homeless, wanderers 
searching for belonging on a road 
that has no signboards. That is 
why the loss of community breeds 
trauma; it leads to struggle, it can 
even result in civil war. Across the 
world we see two kinds of strug¬ 
gle, the struggle for material re¬ 
sources, and the struggle for iden¬ 
tity. The latter has led to some of 
the most bitter conflicts in human 
history. 

The one institution that threa¬ 
tens community is the nation 


state. This is considered one of the 
major mistakes of history. Nations 
do not emerge as fully-fashioned 
entities; they are created by states 
through flattening out of diverse 
languages, religions, cultures, 
through conscription, through 
education, and through coercion. 
Attempts by States in the post-co¬ 
lonial world to forge nations out of 
diverse populations have resulted 
in tremendous harm. In Sri Lanka, 
the official estimate was that un¬ 
der 7,000 people were killed, and 
72,000 civilians were displaced 
from their homes by the Sri Lan¬ 
kan Army, as well as by the seces¬ 
sionist group, the Liberation Tig¬ 
ers of Tamil Eelam, in the last 
phase of the civil war, between Ja¬ 
nuary 2009 and May 2009 alone. 
But this ran counter to data by ex¬ 
perts at the United Nations which 
estimated that as many as 40,000 
civilians, if not more, lost their 
lives. 

Thousands of innocent people 
died as a result of suicide bomb¬ 
ings, grenade explosions, attacks 
on government buildings and in¬ 
stallations, indiscriminate mur¬ 
ders, assassinations, arson and 
crossfire. In 1971, when East Pakis¬ 
tan declared itself independent of 
Pakistan, an estimated 3 million 
people died in the war between 
the new state of Bangladesh and 
the parent country. About 8 to 10 
million were rendered homeless. 
In another historical context, A.E. 
Housman had written: “They say 
my verse is sad: no wonder, Its 
narrow measure spans. Tears of 
eternity and sorrow. Not mine, but 
man’s.” These lines may well pro¬ 
vide the epigraph of the nation 
state. 

Regional autonomy 

The homogenising impulse of the 
nation state generates resistance. 
These are political wars; they can¬ 
not be resolved by military means. 
The only way to stem, to ward off 


disorder and the innumerable tra¬ 
gedies mayhem spawns is to 
strengthen federalism. A decen¬ 
tralised political system enables 
participation. It also protects mi¬ 
nority identities. This was the pre¬ 
cise logic that governed the lin¬ 
guistic reorganisation of States in 
India in the 1950s. This was the 
precise logic that gave to J&K, 
along with other constituent 
States of the Indian federal sys¬ 
tem, regional autonomy. 

Mature democracies do not 
steamroller diversity or oppress 
minorities. They understand that 
diverse cultures expand and en¬ 
rich our grasp of the complexities, 
and the dilemmas of the human 
condition. A monochromatic so¬ 
ciety is, by definition, soulless and 
bare. Stripped of the excitement of 
learning new languages, acquain¬ 
tance with new values, familiarity 
with new cuisines, literature, mus¬ 
ic, art, sculpture, and ways of con¬ 
ceiving the world, life becomes 
dull. Life in a plural society pro¬ 
mises adventure. 

The best way to protect diversi¬ 
ty is through the grant of regional 
autonomy. If we abolish diversity 
we land up with a sense of longing, 
loss, and ultimately resentment. 
Kashmir’s greatest contemporary 
poet, Agha Shahid Ali, who died at 
52, powerfully captures this sense 
of loss and longing in his poem, ‘A 
Wrong Turn’: “In my dream I am 
always in a massacred town, its 
name/erased from maps/no road 
signs to it/Only a wrong turn 
brings me here....” Imagine what 
happens to a people when they 
lose Statehood. They become refu¬ 
gees in their own land, the land of 
their ancestors, the land of their 
memories, the land of their tradi¬ 
tions. We have rootless individuals 
on our hands. They can go in any 
direction.

A politically inconvenient data nugget 

Data on demonetisation’s contribution to the deepening economic slowdown may have been suppressed 



W as a task force report that 
recommended a new law 
to replace the more than 
50-year-old Income Tax Act, 1961 
suppressed because it inadvertent¬ 
ly provided factual evidence for 
the debilitating impact of demone¬ 
tisation on the formal corporate 
sector? 

On September 1-2, 2017, at the 
Rajaswa Gyan Sangam (an annual 
conference of senior tax adminis¬ 
trators), Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi had made an observation re¬ 
garding the need to redraft the In¬ 
come Tax Act, 1961. The Union Fi¬ 
nance Ministry set the ball rolling 
for making direct taxes (on perso¬ 
nal and corporate incomes) simple 
and in consonance with India’s 
economic needs. On November 
22, 2017, it appointed a six-mem¬ 
ber ‘Task Force for drafting a New 
Direct Tax Legislation’. 

On September 26, 2018, howev¬ 
er, an office memorandum was is¬ 
sued “with the approval of the Fi¬ 
nance Minister”, requesting the 
task force’s convenor “not to sub¬ 
mit its report to the Government 
until and unless the Draft pre¬ 
pared by the Convenor of the Task 
Force is deliberated clause by 
clause by all Members of the Task 
Force and has agreement of all 
Members or at least majority of 
Members”. 

The convenor, an Indian Reve¬ 
nue Service officer and the former 



Central Board of Direct Taxes 
(CBDT) Member (Legislation) Ar- 
bind Modi, who was closely in¬ 
volved earlier with tax reforms by 
the A.B. Vajpayee and Manmohan 
Singh governments, was to supe¬ 
rannuate on September 30, 2018. 
No extension was given for com¬ 
plying with the office 
memorandum. 

The convenor, nevertheless, 
submitted “four volumes in sealed 
cover of the report and draft legis¬ 
lation” to the Finance Minister and 
the Finance Secretary on Septem¬ 
ber 28, 2018 “for continuity” and 
“record purposes”. 

In November 2018, the Finance 
Ministry appointed Akhilesh Ran- 
jan, the new Member (Legisla¬ 
tion), CBDT, to succeed Mr. Modi 
as the task force convenor. Mr. 
Ranjan submitted his report to the 
Finance Minister on August 19, 
2019. 

Demonetisation’s blow 

Drawing insights from the tax de¬ 
partment’s database of annual tax 
returns filed by corporate firms 
and individuals, Mr. Arbind Modi’s 
report had proposed two alterna¬ 
tive approaches along with draft 
legislations corresponding to each 
of the models for a new direct tax¬ 
es law. 

The chapter on reform propo¬ 
sals for corporate taxes has a table 
(page 109, Volume I) that makes 
for a significant piece of evidence 
for how demonetisation may have 
affected companies. The table 
shows aggregates of investments 
corporate firms disclosed in their 
annual tax return filings. 

The aggregate of investments 
disclosed in the assessment year 
2017-18, or financial year 2016-17, 


the demonetisation year, plum¬ 
meted to ^4,25,051 crore - or a 
drop of nearly 60% from the pre¬ 
vious year. 

In the seven financial years, 
from 2010-11 to 2016-17, the aggre¬ 
gates of investments disclosed 
were 311,72,550 crore, 3:9,25,010 
crore, 310,22,376 crore, 311,03,969 
crore, 39,98,056 crore, 310,33,847 
crore and 3:4,25,051 crore. The 
near collapse becomes apparent 
when the aggregates are seen as a 
percentage of GDP. The invest¬ 
ments by corporate firms that filed 
annual returns in each of the years 
from 2010-11 to 2016-17 as a per¬ 
centage of GDP were 15%, 10.5%, 
10.2%, 9.8%, 9%, 7.5% and 2.7%. 

The aggregate figures are ac¬ 
tuals (therefore nominals) sourced 
from companies’ statutory disclo¬ 
sures, and not the estimates or 
findings of some survey. This in 
fact makes the data undeniable 
evidence of demonetisation’s con¬ 
tribution to the deepening eco¬ 
nomic slowdown that has become 
a headache for the Modi govern¬ 
ment early in its second tenure. 

The report throws up a few 
more worrying trends. For exam¬ 
ple, on page 115, Volume I, the re¬ 
port notes: “About 50 percent of 
the companies registered with the 
Registrar of Companies filed their 


income tax returns for the finan¬ 
cial year 2016-17 (assessment year 
2017-18)” 

“The share of loss-making com¬ 
panies has increased from 42 per¬ 
cent in AY 2013-14 to 45 percent in 
AY 2017-18” 

“There has been a decline in the 
number of corporate filers from 
the manufacturing sector over the 
period AY 2013-14 to AY 2017-18” 

“The return on equity declined 
from 16.4 percent in AY 2013-14 to 
15.5 percent in AY 2015-16 and the¬ 
reafter has reversed the trend and 
increased to 16.5 percent in AY 
2017-18” 

“The efficiency (productivity) 
of the corporate tax, which shows 
the policy choices regarding tax 
concessions and the overall levels 
of non-compliance, is extremely 
low at 7.5 percent over the period 
AY 2013-14 to 2017-18. Compared to 
other select economies, India’s 
productivity of corporate income 
tax is the lowest”. 

“Given the limited fiscal space 
available to the Government, eco¬ 
nomic growth would necessarily 
have to be driven by private invest¬ 
ment.... [but] corporate invest¬ 
ments have remained virtually 
stagnant despite the availability of 
sufficient retained earnings”. 

GDP growth estimates 

In the report, the trend in aggre¬ 
gate corporate investments figures 
corresponds to the investment 
slowdown discernible in the offi¬ 
cial GDP estimates for 2011-12 on¬ 
wards. However, the investments 
aggregate figure for 2016-17 brings 
into question the GDP growth esti¬ 
mate for the demonetisation year. 
In the latest round of scheduled re¬ 
visions, the government had re¬ 


vised upwards the 2016-17 GDP 
growth estimate, from 7.1% to 
8 . 2 %. 

As per the revised estimate, the 
demonetisation year, is the best in 
the Modi government’s first tenure 
as far as GDP growth is concerned. 
This when, nearly every industry 
association reported sharp drops 
in sales that year on account of the 
note ban. 

The revised estimate defies 
common sense and runs contrary 
to comparable data generated by 
non-government agencies and, as 
it turns out now, also corporate an¬ 
nual returns tax return filings. 

The Finance Ministry has so far 
not made public the task force re¬ 
ports (the one submitted on Sep¬ 
tember 28, 2018 and the other on 
August 19, 2019). It remains to be 
seen whether it will put out the 
first one for public discussion. Or, 
if the second one, likely to be 
made public in due course, will re¬ 
tain the data from the corporate 
annual tax returns that threaten to 
expose the role of demonetisation 
in hurting the economy beyond 
the informal segment. 

Earlier, the government had in¬ 
itially held back and even chal¬ 
lenged the validity of the National 
Sample Survey Office’s (NSSO) pe¬ 
riodic labour force survey results 
even after the National Statistical 
Commission had duly cleared the 
findings. The results - that the un¬ 
employment rate reached a 45- 
year high in 2017-18, the demoneti¬ 
sation year - were politically in¬ 
convenient. The findings were 
subsequently only released after 
the completion of the 2019 
elections.

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Sacrificing liberty for national security 


The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Amendment Act could prove catastrophic for fundamental rights

In Parliament this month, former Un¬ 
ion Minister P. Chidambaram ques¬ 
tioned the need for certain amend¬ 
ments to the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act (UAPA), 1967. The 
Bill empowers the Central govern¬ 
ment to name any individual a terro¬ 
rist if it believes him or her to be so. 

Arguments in Parliament 

Mr. Chidambaram said, “We [the 
Congress] are opposing the mischie¬ 
vous amendment which has empo¬ 
wered the Central government to 
name an individual [as a terrorist]... 
The real mischief is in Section 35 sub¬ 
section (2)... as amended reads: The 
Central government shall exercise its 
power under Clause (a) of sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) in respect of an organisation 
or an individual only if it believes 
[that] such [an] organisation or indi¬ 
vidual is involved in terrorism... 
There is no FIR. There is no charge 
sheet. There are no charges framed. 
There is no trial in a court. There is 
no conviction... What is the basis in 
which you will name an individual? 
Only because you believe he’s in¬ 
volved in terrorism... My worry is, 
who you are going to name first? 
Don’t compare Hafiz Saeed with Gau- 
tam Navlakha. My worry is there’s a 
close parallel between sedition and 
unlawful activity. In Bhima Kore- 
gaon... all the accused... are all acti¬ 
vists... I believe that none of them ad¬ 
vocates violence. If you name 
somebody only because you believe 
he is involved in terrorism, that day 
none of us can sleep in peace.” 

Defending the amendment. Home 
Minister Amit Shah said: “This Act is 
to fight terror and has no other pur¬ 
pose... Chidambaramji asked why 
name an individual as a terrorist 
when the organisation he is affiliated 
to is already banned. It is because we 
ban one organisation, another one 
comes up by the same individual. Till 
when will we keep banning 
organisations?” 

The above parliamentary ex¬ 
change mirrors the uneasiness of the 
powerless when confronted by the

seemingly righteous indignation ex¬ 
pressed by governments seeking in¬ 
creased powers to deal with disaffec¬ 
tion and anarchy. Governments keep 
asserting that they bear no malice, 
but only seek to keep the country un¬ 
ited against existential threats. Those 
in Opposition are wary of laying the 
citizen’s liberties at the feet of the 
great man of the day. 

The UAPA was passed by the Indi¬ 
ra Gandhi government. Its political 
justification then was to deal with the 
secessionist utterances of the Dravi- 
dian movement. During the 1962 
war, the Communist Party blamed Ja- 
waharlal Nehru and did not whole¬ 
heartedly support the Indian troops. 
In 1966, Hindu Sadhus protesting 
against cow slaughter marched in 
front of Parliament. It was against 
this backdrop that an unlawful activ¬ 
ity was defined as “any action ta¬ 
ken... (i) which is intended, or sup¬ 
ports any claim, to bring about, on 
any ground whatsoever, the cession 
of a part of the territory of India or 
the secession of a part of the territory 
of India from the Union, or which in¬ 
cites any individual or group of indi¬ 
viduals to bring about such cession 
or secession; or (ii) which disclaims, 
questions, disrupts or is intended to 
disrupt the sovereignty and territo¬ 
rial integrity of India; or (iii) which 
causes or is intended to cause disaf¬ 
fection against India.” 

In his speech in Parliament during 
the no-confidence motion of July 
1993, Atal Bihari Vajpayee recalled, 
“When the Unlawful Activities (Pre¬ 
vention) Bill was presented in the 
House in 1967,1 was a member of the 


House... A grand debate was held 
that time. Shri Yashwant Rao Chavan 
went on assuring the Members that it 
would not be applied against them. 
He gave an assurance that the Go¬ 
vernment was seeking a right to take 
action against those who wanted to 
disintegrate the country. I too deli¬ 
vered my speech. I started [sic] my 
apprehension that the Government 
would involve all the opposition par¬ 
ties in the name of so-called cause of 
integrity and declare the opposition 
as unlawful. Those who would be de¬ 
clared unlawful would go under¬ 
ground. You want to stop the unlaw¬ 
ful activities, but how can you stop 
these activities, you have the option 
to arrest them; but are you making 
arrests that can win the battle of 
thoughts?” 

It is pertinent to mention that 
when Vajpayee was speaking thus, 
the Rashtriya Swayamsevak Sangh it¬ 
self had been declared unlawful un¬ 
der the UAPA by a notification of De¬ 
cember 10, 1992. Despite his 

apprehensions in 1967, Vajpayee and 
other individual members of banned 
organisations were not arrested sole¬ 
ly on grounds of being a member of 
such an organisation. 

Today, however, the UAPA is not 
confined only to cases of secessionist 
organisations. It has now been ex¬ 
tended to cases of terrorism too. Af¬ 
ter two draconian anti-terrorist legis¬ 
lation - the Terrorist and Disruptive 
Activities (Prevention) Act and the 
Prevention of Terrorism Act - were 
repealed due to repeated misuse by 
law enforcement authorities, the UA¬ 
PA was amended in 2004 to bring in¬ 


to its fold cases of terrorism. A large 
list of organisations such as the Lib¬ 
eration Tigers of Tamil Eelam, the 
Hizbul Mujahideen and the Khalistan 
Commando Force have been includ¬ 
ed in the schedule to the UAPA as 
banned organisations. Most of these 
bans are not challenged, and judicial 
tribunals have upheld the imposition 
of such bans from time to time. 

Banning an organisation renders 
its members vulnerable to prosecu¬ 
tion. Other than imprisonment, con¬ 
sequences include loss of property 
linked to terrorism. To avoid such 
drastic results, a member of such an 
organisation may prove that he or 
she has not interacted with the or¬ 
ganisation after the ban order. The 
organisation itself may challenge the 
notification in a judicial tribunal. 

No defences 

All these defences will vanish if an in¬ 
dividual is notified as a terrorist. No 
link to any organisation needs to be 
proved. What is worse is that people 
consorting in any manner with a not¬ 
ified individual can also be roped in 
under the Act. The Act itself is broad¬ 
ly framed, to sweep in all kinds of 
suspect organisations. The same 
looseness of language when applied 
to an individual can be catastrophic 
at the level of his fundamental rights. 
Almost any utterance on social me¬ 
dia these days can be construed as 
one “which causes or is intended to 
cause disaffection against India”. 

The Act itself carries no safe¬ 
guards against its misuse at an indivi¬ 
dual level. A judicial determination 
at a later stage is scant solace to a 
man in danger of losing liberty and 
his house for being associated with 
someone who has been designated 
as a terrorist under the Act. The die 
has been cast, however. Despite Mr. 
Chidambaram’s arguments, his party 
ended up ensuring the passage of the 
amendment. At the end of the day, 
the Congress and the BJP have to¬ 
gether sacrificed individual liberties 
at the altar of national security. Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin said: “Those who 
would give up essential Liberty, to 
purchase a little temporary Safety, 
deserve neither Liberty nor Safety.” 
Indians deserve better respect for 
their liberties than this ill-thought- 
out parliamentary misadventure.

The risks of legalising cannabis 

Commercialisation could be dangerous

There is a growing movement in the West to 
legalise cannabis, with rumblings of the 
same in India. Having conducted medical re¬ 
search on cannabis at Yale University for sev¬ 
eral decades, we urge India to carefully 
weigh the risks and benefits of cannabis be¬ 
fore blindly following suit with the West. 

In India, cannabis, also known as bhang , 
ganja , charas or hashish, is typically eaten 
(bhanggolis, thandai, palcoras, lassi, etc.) or 
smoked (chillum or cigarette). Its potency 
depends on the content of its principal active 
constituent, tetrahydrocannabinol, though 
cannabis contains more than 500 other 
chemicals. In India, there is a tradition of us¬ 
ing cannabis in many religious contexts. But 
although Ayurvedic texts refer to cannabis as 
a treatment for several maladies, what is of¬ 
ten overlooked is that it is categorised as 
Upavisha Varga (sub poisonous), and its re¬ 
creational use has been described as toxic. 

Busting myths 

There are many misconceptions about can¬ 
nabis. First, it is not accurate that cannabis is 
harmless. Its immediate effects include im¬ 
pairments in memory and in mental pro¬ 
cesses, including ones that are critical for 
driving. Long-term use of cannabis may lead 
to the development of addiction of the sub¬ 
stance, persistent cognitive deficits, and of 
mental health problems like schizophrenia, 
depression and anxiety. Exposure to canna¬ 
bis in adolescence can alter brain 
development. 

A second myth is that if cannabis is legal¬ 
ised and regulated, its harms can be mini¬ 
mised. With legalisation comes commercial¬ 
isation. This comes at a cost which we have 
seen with tobacco and alcohol over the last 
century. The morbidity and mortality asso¬ 
ciated with tobacco and alcohol rank 
amongst the top 10 in terms of the global dis¬ 
ease burden. Tobacco, too, was initially tout¬ 
ed as a natural and harmless plant that had 
been “safely” used in South American reli¬ 
gious ceremonies for centuries. The tobacco 
industry invented cigarettes for ease of use, 
altered the acidity of tobacco to make it less 
harsh, added other chemicals to improve its 
taste, mass-produced cigarettes, and sold 
them using sophisticated advertising. It ma¬ 
nipulated knowledge about the adverse ef¬ 
fects of tobacco despite being aware of these 
effects, and successfully staved off legal bat¬ 
tles for decades. No amount of taxation of 


the tobacco industry can compensate for the 
health toll on billions of tobacco users over 
the last century. Despite knowledge of the 
risks of smoking, cigarettes remain legal and 
the tobacco industry continues to thrive. 
This also highlights the point that once out, 
the genie cannot be put back into the bottle. 

It’s important to make a distinction bet¬ 
ween legalisation, decriminalisation and 
commercialisation. While legalisation and 
decriminalisation are mostly used in a legal 
context, commercialisation relates to the bu¬ 
siness side of things. The goal of commercial¬ 
isation is to sell as much of the product, and 
the cannabis industry is steadily growing in 
the U.S. In fact, as the sale of tobacco pro¬ 
ducts have shown signs of a decline in the 
West, some tobacco companies have entered 
the cannabis market. Altria, the maker of 
Marlboro cigarettes, has invested $1.8 billion 
(H2,400 crore) in the cannabis grower Cro¬ 
nos Group. These commercial entities will 
bring their wealth of experience navigating 
the law, their successful marketing, their 
well-oiled lobbying, and deep pockets to in¬ 
fluence the government to maximise profit 
and minimise risk to their commercial enter¬ 
prise. In the U.S., cannabis is being incor¬ 
rectly advertised as being “natural” and 
“healthier than alcohol and tobacco”. Com¬ 
mercial entities also understand that target¬ 
ing the young assures them lifelong custom¬ 
ers. A new array of cannabis products in the 
form of ice creams, sweets, and even soft- 
drinks are becoming available. The West also 
says that legalising and regulating cannabis 
will “undermine criminal markets”. Con¬ 
gress MP Shashi Tharoor echoed this view 
last year. Yet, as we have seen in Colorado, 
the black market has only increased. 

Considering alternatives 

In 1961, driven by Western nations, the UN 
sponsored an international treaty to prohibit 
the production and supply of drugs includ¬ 
ing cannabis. India resisted and negotiated 
exceptions, loopholes, and deferrals. It is 
ironic that the West is now legalising canna¬ 
bis and other drugs. Given that some in India 
are clamouring for the same, the country 
should carefully consider all the risks, and 
consider alternatives. One, it could decrimi¬ 
nalise cannabis but forbid commercialisa¬ 
tion. Two, if India were to liberalise its policy 
on cannabis, it should ensure that there are 
enough protections for children, the young, 
and those with severe mental illnesses, who 
are most vulnerable to its effects. Finally, 
treatments for those who become addicted 
to cannabis should be offered.

The ‘Kerala Model’ is unsustainable 

Over the years, parties have responded to 
commercial interests over the welfare of people

In 2018 Kerala was overwhelmed by 
an unprecedented natural event. 
Flooding combined with landslides 
caused many deaths. Floods were 
not new to Kerala, which receives 
high rainfall. What was new com¬ 
pared to the times of equally high 
rainfall in the early part of the last 
century was the flooding due to inept 
dam management and the vulnera¬ 
bility of the terrain induced by the 
pattern of land use. In 2019 we have 
seen some of this repeated. This year 
it is the landslides that have caused 
most deaths. They are a relatively re¬ 
cent phenomenon, pointing to the 
role of uncontrolled economic 
expansion. 

Man-made factors leading to de¬ 
vastation point to the unsustainabili¬ 
ty of the so-called ‘Kerala Model’, a 
term used to describe the economic 
policy underpinning the State’s re¬ 
cent growth and development histo¬ 
ry. Lauded for the high human deve¬ 
lopment indicators it is believed to 
have bestowed upon the State, this 
construct contributed to a self-con¬ 
gratulatory discourse within the pow¬ 
er elite. Based on the pertinent ob¬ 
servation of Amartya Sen that the 
State seemed to have attained high 
social development at a relatively low 
level of income by comparison to the 
rest of India, it was soon appropriat¬ 
ed by the political class including ar¬ 
tists and intellectuals who collabo¬ 
rate with state power. Any lack of 
enthusiasm was greeted with intole¬ 
rance, similar to what ultra-national¬ 
ists display today when challenged 
on their claims about India. 

Many failures 

Criticism of the Kerala Model has 
been based on its several failures. 
The foremost is the inability to meet 
the employment aspirations of the 
people, pushing them to live under 
authoritarian regimes overseas. Se¬ 
cond, the laudable public provision 
of health and education has been fi¬ 
nanced by borrowing. Kerala has the 
highest per capita public debt among 
States, implying that we are passing 
on the bill for our own maintenance 
to future generations. Finally, Kerala 
has not done so well when viewed 
through the lens of gender justice. 



High levels of female education have 
not led to an equally high participa¬ 
tion of women in the labour force or 
in governance, even though they par¬ 
ticipate equally in elections. 

Two consecutive years of a natural 
calamity exacerbated by human ac¬ 
tion are a revelation that the Kerala 
Model has run its course. The ex¬ 
traordinary events that we have wit¬ 
nessed this year range from foun¬ 
tains sprouting out of the earth due 
to the hitherto unknown ‘water pip¬ 
ing’ to constructed structures shift¬ 
ing, physical phenomena not yet 
widely understood. There has been 
overbuilding in Kerala, with absentee 
owners having invested in luxury 
houses they do not always occupy. As 
a result poorer households are 
crowded out of safe locations on the 
plains to precarious ones on the hills. 

Relaxing rules 

Public policy has failed miserably to 
regulate land use including rampant 
quarrying, which destabilises the 
earth’s surface, with political patron¬ 
age. Truth is that public policy is part 
of the problem. The floodgates were 
opened in 2015 when the Congress 
party did away with environmental 
clearance for quarries in existence 
for three years. Then in 2017 the Pin- 
arayi Vijayan government relaxed the 
rules for quarrying further. It also 
weakened the provisions of the legis¬ 
lation governing conversion of agri¬ 
cultural land into construction sites. 
The rice paddies had both produced 
food and served as gargantuan sinks 
for rainwater. Kerala’s principal polit¬ 
ical parties, irrespective of their ide¬ 
ologies, have responded to commer¬ 
cial interests over the welfare of 
ordinary people. 

To come out of this morass the pe¬ 
ople of Kerala would have to rely on 
themselves. They need to acknow¬ 
ledge that their consumption pattern 
must change as it has adversely im¬ 
pacted the natural environment, the 
consequences of which have begun 
to hurt them. In this task they are un¬ 
likely to be guided by the State’s polit¬ 
icians and intellectuals who led them 
into this cul-de-sac in the first place.

FIFTY YEARS AGO august 22, 1969 

The Lok Pal experiment 

(From an Editorial) 

With the passing of the Lok Pal and Lokayuk- 
tas Bill by the Lok Sabha, the country is em¬ 
barking on a fresh method of tackling the 
problem of corruption and maladministra¬ 
tion at the highest levels. Though many re¬ 
medies and procedures are even now availa¬ 
ble to get wrongs righted the chief merit of 
the Lok Pal (called “Ombudsman” in the 
Scandinavian countries) is that he will be ea¬ 
sily accessible to the common man who feels 
that he has been wronged by some action by 
a Minister or Departmental Secretary. The 
Lok Pal is to be appointed by the President 
in consultation with the Chief Justice of India 
and the Leader of the Opposition and he will 
be an independent authority who cannot 
look forward to a second term of office. He 
will have the power to call for official docu¬ 
ments and summon any person to give evi¬ 
dence and he will submit his recommenda¬ 
tions for remedial action to the Government 
within a short time. The Government will 
have to intimate within three months the ac¬ 
tion it has taken on his report. 


A HUNDRED YEARS AGO august 22, 1919. 

The Peril in South Africa. 

Reuter’s report of what he called the Indian 
Congress held at Johannesburg in the first 
week of this month made it appear to be no 
more important than a local meeting of the 
ordinary variety held to protest against what 
he believed to be not very serious grievanc¬ 
es. That the impression created by Reuter 
was wholly false and that the Conference 
was a most momentous one in many ways is 
now clear from the account of its nature ap¬ 
pearing in South African Indian papers re¬ 
ceived by yesterday’s mail. In the first place, 
it was a convention of the entire Indian com¬ 
munity in the Union. The exact significance 
of this will be appreciated, only if one re¬ 
members that the Indian community in 
South Africa is not a compact body living in 
close contact and under uniform laws, but 
one scattered throughout the Union and 
subject to the varying local provincial laws. 
For the time being, no doubt, it is only in the 
Transvaal that danger has arisen in the 
shape of the recent Asiatic Act. But, as In¬ 
dian Opinion puts it, “whilst it is true that 
the storm centre is, for the time being, the 
Transvaal, there is reason to fear that the po¬ 
sition of Indians throughout the Union is a 
matter for grave concern.” 
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Chidambaram arrested 
in INX Media case 


“I believe that the founda¬ 
tion of a democracy is liber¬ 
ty, [and the] most precious 
article of the Constitution is 
Article 21 that guarantees 
life and liberty. If I am asked 
to choose between life and 
liberty, I will choose liber¬ 
ty,” Mr. Chidambaram said. 

He said that when he got 
summons from the CBI and 
the ED it was only natural 
that he moved the court to 
get interim relief. 

After rejection of the anti¬ 
cipatory bail plea in the Del¬ 
hi High Court, on the re¬ 


commendation of his 
lawyers he moved the apex 
court. 

He said that he was agh¬ 
ast that he was being brand¬ 
ed as an absconder. 

“I was accused of running 
away from justice. On the 
contrary I was engaged in 
the pursuit of justice,” he 
added explaining that he 
along with his team were 
working to complete the ne¬ 
cessary papers to move the 
Supreme Court. 

His bail plea is listed for 
Friday in the apex court. 


No plan to curb social 
media: Madras HC 


Differentiating between is¬ 
sues being adjudicated by 
other High Courts and that 
which they were dealing 
with, the judges said, a deci¬ 
sion was taken by them long 
back to “not address” the 
prayers as such in the two 
PIL petitions in view of the 
Supreme Court verdict 
upholding the constitution¬ 
al validity of Aadhaar with 
riders. 

In a majority opinion de¬ 
livered injustice K.S. Puttas- 
wamy’s case on September 
26,2018, the Supreme Court 
had held that there was 
nothing wrong in linking 
Aadhaar with the Perma¬ 
nent Account Number (PAN) 
issued by the Income Tax 
department but declared as 
unconstitutional its linkage 
with bank accounts and SIM 
cards. 

The court had also insu¬ 
lated children from the Aad¬ 
haar regime and ordered 
that educational institutions 
should not insist on produc¬ 
tion of Aadhaar cards. The¬ 
refore, the Division Bench of 
the Madras High Court had 
chosen to not entertain the 
PIL petitioners’ plea for link¬ 
ing Aadhaar with social me¬ 
dia accounts. 

However, when the State 
police complained to the 
court about lack of coopera¬ 
tion by most of the social 


media giants in solving cyb¬ 
er crimes, the Bench decid¬ 
ed to adjudicate that issue 
alone in terms of the provi¬ 
sions of the Information 
Technology Act of2000 and 
the statutory rules framed 
thereunder. 

Senior counsel Mukul Ro- 
hatgi, representing one of 
the social media companies, 
stated that all these issues 
were brought to the notice 
of the Supreme Court on 
Tuesday by Attorney Gener¬ 
al K.K. Venugopal. Yet, the 
apex court had restrained 
the Madras High Court from 
passing any kind of “effec¬ 
tive order” on the PIL 
petitions. 

Stating that it was actual¬ 
ly a polite way of asking the 
High Court to not proceed 
with the hearing on the PIL 
petitions until a decision 
was taken by the apex court 
on the transfer petitions, 
the senior counsel urged the 
court to simply adjourn the 
hearing after September 13, 
the next date of hearing on 
the transfer plea. 

Accepting his submis¬ 
sions, the Bench led by Jus¬ 
tice Manikumar adjourned 
the hearing on the two PIL 
petitions to September 19. It 
said, propriety would de¬ 
mand that the High Court 
await the decision of the su¬ 
perior court. 


Cleaning services on 
trains will be hit 


“The estimation of the mo¬ 
ney saved due to this exer¬

Bills mounting 

With old dues pending and 
fresh bills mounting. South¬ 
ern Railway saw the trouble 
coming and sent an SOS to 
the Ministry of Railways on 
05/07/2019 pointing to the 
shortage of funds. 

It said adequate fund allo¬ 
cation was urgently re¬ 
quired not only to run OBHS 
on 110 long distance trains 
originating from the zone 
but to introduce the service 
on 37 trains that qualified 
for it as per Railway Board 
norms. 

A month later. General 
Manager Rahul Jain sent a 
reminder reiterating the ur¬ 
gent requirement of funds 
for essential passenger 
amenities. Besides t22 crore 


due to contractors, he said 
fresh bills to the tune of Z40 
crore were ready for sub¬ 
mission. 

“This lack of funds has 
caused serious distress to 
the contractors as they are 
unable to pay their staff and 
to procure consumables. 
There is a strong likelihood 
that work may cease...it is 
requested that urgent provi¬ 
sion of funds may please be 
made for these essential 
passenger amenity activi¬ 
ties,” he said. 

A senior railway official 
said there was no word from 
the Railway Board on funds 
and hence there was no 
choice but to run trains 
without housekeeping. 

“If the situation conti¬ 
nues, we will soon withdraw 
linen, pest control services, 
bio-toilet maintenance ser¬ 
vices...yes it’s going to be 
tough to handle passenger 
complaints on dirty coaches 
and stinking toilets. This is a 
major setback to the ongo¬ 
ing Swachch Bharat mission 
on Indian Railways,” the of¬ 
ficial, who preferred not to 
be quoted, said. 


In Hyderabad, Amazon

ED, CBI allege illegal’ FIPB nod 

Agencies say these relate to clearances given when Chidambaram was Minister 


Chidambaram fails 
to get hearing at SC

The main offence against 
Congress leader P. Chidam¬ 
baram revolves around cer¬ 
tain “illegal” approvals by 
the Foreign Investment Pro¬ 
motion Board during his te¬ 
nure as former Finance Mi¬ 
nister and alleged kickbacks 
received by his son Karti 
through shell companies, ac¬ 
cording to the Enforcement 
Directorate (ED) and the 
Central Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion (CBI). 

On Wednesday, CBI offi¬ 
cials visited Mr. Chidamba¬ 
ram’s Jor Bagh residence 
again, hours after they had 
pasted a notice on the wall 
outside his house asking him 
to appear before the INX Me¬ 
dia case probe team within 
two hours. 

Both the Central agencies 
have already issued look-out 
circulars against him. 

The agencies allege that in 


several cases, including Air- 
cel-Maxis and INX Media, “il¬ 
legal” FIPB approvals were 
granted. “These approvals 
are being investigated by the 
Central Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion and the ED,” said a se¬ 
nior official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

The CBI is investigating 
the alleged receipt of kick- 
backs paid to various shell 
companies “linked” to Mr. 


Karti, which were floated in 
the name of his employee 
and business associates. 

Panama Papers 

In one shell company, depo¬ 
sits of more than ?300 crore 
were made. One firm re¬ 
ceived payments from a Brit¬ 
ish Virgin Islands-based 
company, which had figured 
in the Panama Papers. Pay¬ 
ments by an Indian home fi¬ 


nancing company to a Singa¬ 
pore-based entity are also 
being probed, the official 
said. The ED is pursuing mo¬ 
ney-laundering charges and 
investments in moveable/im¬ 
moveable assets in India and 
countries such as the U.K., 
Spain and Malaysia. It claims 
to have identified more than 
two dozen foreign bank ac¬ 
counts. 

“Investigations by the CBI 
and the ED are still continu¬ 
ing in above referred cases,” 
the official said. “Only in the 
case of Aircel-Maxis, charge 
sheet and prosecution com¬ 
plaint [by ED] has been 
filed,” the official added. 

The shareholders and di¬ 
rectors of a main shell com¬ 
pany had made a Will trans¬ 
ferring the entire 
shareholding to Mr. Chidam¬ 
baram’s granddaughter, the 
ED says. The Executor of the 
Will was Mr. Karti, the agen¬ 
cy alleges.

“[Prime Minister Naren- 
dra] Modi’s government is 
using the ED, CBI and sec¬ 
tions of a spineless media to 
character-assassinate Mr. 
Chidambaram. I strongly 
condemn this disgraceful 
misuse of power,” Mr. Gand¬ 
hi said on Twitter. 

His sister and Congress 
general secretary, Priyanka 


Gandhi Vadra, tweeted that 
Mr. Chidambaram was being 
hunted down for speaking 
the truth. 

“He unhesitatingly speaks 
truth to power and exposes 
the failures of this govern¬ 
ment, but the truth is incon¬ 
venient to cowards so he is 
being shamefully hunted 
down,” Ms. Vadra said in a 
tweet. 

She said the party would 
stand by him and continue 


to fight for the truth no mat¬ 
ter what the consequences 
are. The Congress officially 
too has taken an unequivo¬ 
cal stand supporting him, 
and accused the government 
of “persecuting” him for 
speaking truth. 

“A government that perse¬ 
cutes its citizens for speaking 
truth to power is only reiter¬ 
ating its own cowardly na¬ 
ture.

Bail plea caught in filing procedure

Former Union Finance Mi¬ 
nister P. Chidambaram’s 
plea on Wednesday to pro¬ 
tect him from arrest in the 
INX Media case got tangled 
in the nitty-gritty of filing 
procedure in the Supreme 
Court and failed to reach the 
judges on time for a hear¬ 
ing. 

The day saw senior advo¬ 
cates Kapil Sibal, Salman 
Khurshid and Vivek Tankha 
engage in a dogged pursuit 
to have the case listed be¬ 
fore a Bench. 

Mr. Tankha told The Hin¬ 
du that it had been orally 
conveyed to them by the 
apex court Registry that the 
case would be listed on Au¬ 
gust 23 (Friday) before an 
appropriate Bench. 

“We want a hearing. My 
client is not running away. A 
lookout notice has been is¬ 
sued against him. It is pain¬ 
ful...”, Mr. Sibal said at one 
point. 

Mr. Sibal and his team 
waited expectantly to catch 
the attention of Chief Justice 
of India (CJI) Ranjan Gogoi, 
who was at the head of a 
Constitution Bench rising 
for the day at 4 p.m. after 
hearing the Ayodhya ap¬ 
peals. They expected him to 
address them before leaving 
the courtroom. But he left 
without a word. 

The series of events be¬ 
gan with Mr. Sibal making 
an oral mention before Jus¬ 
tice Ramana at 10.30 a.m. 
He fervently sought an ur¬ 
gent hearing of Mr. Chidam¬ 
baram’s appeal against the 
dismissal of his anticipatory 
bail plea by the Delhi High 
Court on Tuesday. 

“Please give him [Mr. Chi¬ 
dambaram] the relief of pro¬ 
tection from arrest. If he is 
arrested, this entire petition 
for anticipatory bail be¬ 
comes infructuous,” Mr. Si-

bal urged. 

The mentioning was 
made before Justice Rama¬ 
na, the third most senior 
judge of the apex court, as 
Chief Justice Gogoi and Jus¬ 
tice S.A. Bobde, the second 
most senior judge, were 
both part of the Ayodhya 
Bench. 

But Justice Ramana was 
non-committal. He simply 
told the lawyers that the 
case file would be placed be¬ 
fore the Chief Justice. It was 
the prerogative of the CJI, as 
master of roster, to decide 
the time of the hearing and 
appropriate Bench for the 
case. 

Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta, for the CBI, inter¬ 
vened to say that the INX 
Media case involved “mo¬ 
ney laundering of monu¬ 
mental magnitude.” 

Mr. Sibal and his team left 
Justice Ramana’s court to 
immediately troop into the 
CJI court next door where 
the Ayodhya Bench was 
about to assemble. Howev¬ 
er, when the judges sat for 
the day, the legal team, after 
a few moments of taut si¬ 
lence, inexplicably with¬ 
drew from the courtroom 
without mentioning the 
case. 

By afternoon, after a 
closed-door huddle in the 
Supreme Court consultation 
rooms, Mr. Sibal and his 
team were back in Justice 
Ramana's court room at 2 
p.m. 


Present evidence on 
Ram temple claim: SC 

‘People’s faith had never been in question’

The Supreme Court on Wed¬ 
nesday asked the Hindu par¬ 
ties’ lawyers to present ob¬ 
jective evidence to show 
that a temple, especially one 
dedicated to Lord Ram, 
once stood on the 
Ramjanmabhumi. 

Both Chief Justice of India 
Ranjan Gogoi and Justice 
D.Y. Chandrachud said the 
lawyers need not labour to 
prove that people believed 
in Ramjanmabhumi. Peo¬ 
ple’s faith had never been in 
question. The lawyers in¬ 
stead should present evi¬ 
dence on their claim that a 
massive temple stood on the 
exact spot. 

Wednesday saw senior 
advocate C.S. Vaidyanathan 
for Ram lalla concluding his 
arguments by submitting 
that the Ramjanmabhumi 
was itself a deity and could 
not be partitioned. “If the 
property itself is the deity, 
nobody can claim owner¬ 



ship of the land. Nobody 
can claim adverse posses¬ 
sion [on the basis of Babri 
mosque],” he submitted. 

Mr. Vaidyanathan con¬ 
tended that if there was 
once a temple on the Ram¬ 
janmabhumi and people 
were worshipping there as 
the birthplace, then nobody 
could possibly claim owner¬ 
ship by adverse possession. 

He said the Ayodhya deity 
was a perpetual minor. The 
property of a minor cannot 
be dealt with, sold or alie¬ 
nated. He questioned how 
the Allahabad High Court, 
in its verdict in September 
2010, could have handed ov¬ 
er the property of the minor 
Ayodhya deity to others. 


23 new members join 
Yogi Adityanath’s Ministry 

Upper castes and OBCs get greater representation

Upper Caste and Other Back¬ 
ward Classes legislators and 
leaders with an RSS back¬ 
ground were favoured as Ut¬ 
tar Pradesh Chief Minister 
Yogi Adityanath expanded 
his Ministry on Wednesday, 
his first since March 2017 
when the BJP-led alliance 
formed a majority govern¬ 
ment in the State. 

Twenty-three Ministers, 
including six Cabinet Minis¬ 
ters, were administered oath 
by Governor Anandiben Pa¬ 
tel at the Raj Bhavan. 

Out of the 23, upper 
castes dominated with 11 Mi¬ 
nisters, while the OBCs who 
form over 40% of the State;s 
population, had nine repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The remaining three were 
Dalits, who make up 21% of 
Uttar Pradesh’s electorate. 

While four Ministers of 
State (independent charge) 


were promoted to the Cabi¬ 
net rank, two fresh faces 
were also inducted. 

They were Kamal Rani Va- 
run, a Dalit (Pasi) MLA from 
Ghatampur in Kanpur, and 
Ram Naresh Agnihotri, a 
Brahmin MLA from Bhogaon 
in Mainpuri. 

Ms. Varun, a first-time 
MLA, is a former councillor 
and pracharak of Seva Bhar- 
ti, an RSS affiliate. 

Mr. Agnihotri was an RSS 


pracharak during 1980-82. 

Suresh Rana and Mahen- 
dra Singh (both Thakurs), 
and Anil Rajbhar and Bhu- 
pendra Singh Chaudhary 
(both OBCs) were promoted 
to the Cabinet. 

The elevation of Mr. Rajb¬ 
har is in line with the BJP’s 
strategy to project him as 
the leader of the Rajbhar 
community which is politi¬ 
cally active in eastern Uttar 
Pradesh. 


CBI registers 
fresh case 
against NDTV

The Central Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation has registered a 
fresh case against NDTV 
Ltd., its promoters Pran- 
noy Roy and Radhika Roy 
and others for alleged Fo¬ 
reign Direct Investment 
rule violation and routing 
of tainted money of un¬ 
known public servants 
through shell firms. 

In its response, the com¬ 
pany on Wednesday said: 
“Despite a series of cases in 
which the investigation is 
deliberately stalled, agen¬ 
cies have found no evi¬ 
dence of any corruption by 
NDTV. Prannoy and Radhi¬ 
ka Roy, the founders of 
NDTV, as also the compa¬ 
ny, have cooperated in all 
matters filed against 
them.” 

Alleging continued per¬ 
secution of the free press, 
NDTV said the new case 
had been filed about a 
$150-million investment in 
its non-news business by 
NBCU, then owned by U.S.- 
based General Electric. 


Panel to study corporatisation 
of Ordnance Factory Board 

‘At the current rate and in the present model, OFB has no future’

The Government is set to 
form a high level committee 
to examine the aspects of 
corporatisation of the Ord¬ 
nance Factory Board (OFB) 
and work out the modalities, 
defence sources said while 
rejecting apprehensions 
from employees that there is 
an attempt at privatisation. 

“A high-level committee 
will study the issue and take 
a call on what needs to be 
done,” a senior source said. 
It will be a political call on 
how to go about. 


The Kolkata-headquar- 
tered OFB with 41 factories 
spread across the country 
functions under the Depart¬ 
ment of Defence Produc¬ 
tion. Due to this every deci¬ 
sion and action needs the 
approval of the Cabinet, offi¬ 
cials said. For instance, in 
2001 the OFB was to set up a 
plant at Nalanda in Bihar to 
manufacture bi-modular 
charges for the Army with 
initial investment of around 
^800 crore, which went up 
to ?2,000 crore later. But the 
plant has not been set up till 
date, the source said. 


On the contrary the De¬ 
fence Public Sector Under¬ 
takings (DPSU) do not have 
such hassles and have been 
establishing joint ventures 
and partnerships for tech¬ 
nology development and 
other things. “At the current 
rate and in the present mo¬ 
del OFB has no future,” the 
source said, and added that 
today there is “no accounta¬ 
bility and result orienta¬ 
tion”.

‘Counter-curfew’ follows

Senior Congress leader Sal¬ 
man Anees Soz, who was un¬ 
der house arrest for 10 days 
in Srinagar earlier this 
month, says that “if peaceful 
protests are allowed” in the 
Kashmir Valley, the crowds 
will be “far bigger than the 
ones you see in Hong Kong”. 

In an interview to The 
Hindu over WhatsApp from 
the U.S, Mr. Soz, who tra¬ 
velled to Srinagar after the 
Valley was locked down, 
said he and members of his 
family, including his father 
and former Cabinet Minister 
Saifuddin Soz, were placed 
under house arrest without 
any written orders. 

Refusing to divulge details 
of how he was able to leave 
the Valley, Mr. Soz tweeted 
on Monday: “I was allowed 
to accompany my wife and 
children out of Kashmir on 
August 15, out of India on 
August 17. In Kashmir, the 
Constitution seems helpless. 
Don’t blindly trust the 
government.” 

Other members of his fa¬ 
mily, however, continue to 
be in detention. 

‘Surreal move’ 

“It was surreal... But when 
my father, Professor Saifud¬ 
din Soz, was informed by 
our security guards that he 
was not to move out of our 
home, it became clear that 
these arrests were wides¬ 
pread. I was informed about 
my house arrest a day later. 
The head of the guards at 
our home, from the J&K Pol¬ 
ice, said this [order] is direct 
from [Prime Minister Naren- 
dra] Modi. Our guards were 
now our jailors,” Mr. Soz re¬ 
called. 

Mr. Soz said the family 
had access to Delhi-based 
news channels intermittent¬ 
ly. “We watched news, much 
of which seemed implausi¬ 
ble. The news was largely 
supplied by the government 
and it was impossible to ver¬ 
ify what was going on,” he 
said.

Though Greater Kashmir 
resumed editorial space on 
Wednesday, dailies such as 
Kashmir Age are still skip¬ 
ping editorial pieces. 

Difficult task 

“Absence of communication 
lines and the staff’s difficul¬ 
ty to move around are mak¬ 
ing it difficult to come up 


with the content on a daily 
basis,” a GI< staffer told The 
Hindu. 

In all dailies, there is an 
absence of any opinions or 
editorials on the Centre’s 
latest decision to suspend 
Article 370. 

Many smaller dailies have 
stopped writing editorials, 
and instead publish syndi¬ 
cated columns. 

However, a few newspap¬ 
ers such as Rising Kashmir 
and Brighter Kashmir have 
not ceased writing 
editorials. 

“It is like walking the ra¬ 
zor’s edge to balance your 
editorial position. Many 
newspapers have decided 
not to publish editorials 
fearing the axe will fall on 
them in case of any imba¬ 
lance. We have decided not 
to express our opinion,” 
said Farooq Wani, the Edi¬ 
tor of Brighter Kashmir.

Message of Krishna 

Krishna’s message to the Gopis conveyed through Uddhava 
is significant as the most valuable instruction on the essence 
of true devotion, pointed out Sri Dushyanth Sridhar in a dis¬ 
course. It shows that the Lord is a Jagadguru who reaches 
out to His devotees to impart the highest jnana, whatever 
may be their level of spiritual attainment. Such is His pen¬ 
chant for His bhaktas that an inexplicable bond is esta¬ 
blished with them who are dear to Him at all times. 

Devotion is something that gradually attains transcenden¬ 
tal proportions when the jivatma is steeped in the Paramat- 
ma alone. Generally bhakti as practised by many is for per¬ 
sonal betterment. It is no doubt important as the starting 
point for beginners. Krishna classifies the bhaktas who seek 
Him on the basis of what they expect from Him. There is the 
‘aarthi,’ who seeks relief from worldly stress and strain; then 
there is the ‘arthaarthi,’ who wishes to gain wealth; the jig- 
nyasu is the devotee who enquires into esoteric matter; but 
the jnani represents the essence of true devotion for he 
seeks God for His sake alone. Such devotion is rare to come 
by, says Krishna. This stage of attaining oneness with the 
Lord to the exclusion of all other distractions is the ideal to 
be attained. The Gopis are unlettered and know no Vedanta; 
they are not aware of the paths of jnana and vairagya that 
are crucial to realise Him. But they are very strong in their 
one pointed love towards Krishna. By His grace, they are al¬ 
so led to renounce the ego sense that is a great hurdle to God 
realisation. They attain a commendable level in bhakti, one 
that is not easily attained even by sages engaged in austere 
penance. In His message, Krishna gradually leads them to¬ 
wards Brahma Jnana, a still greater state of realisation, when 
they are taught to experience Him even in His absence.

At a time when foreign inves¬ 
tors have been selling Indian 
shares in huge quantum, the 
Securities and Exchange 
Board of India (SEBI) has 
simplified the compliance 
and operational require¬ 
ments for foreign portfolio 
investors (FPIs), to make the 
regulatory framework more 
investor friendly. 

The SEBI board, which 
met here on Wednesday, de¬ 
cided to do away with the re¬ 
quirement that every FPI 
should have at least 20 inves¬ 
tors - known as broad-based 
in regulatory parlance - 
while simplifying the KYC (or 
Know-Your-Customer) docu¬ 
ment requirement for over¬ 
seas investors. 

“The key focus of the pro¬ 
posed regulations is to sim¬ 


plify and rationalise the ex¬ 
isting regulatory framework 
for foreign portfolio inves¬ 
tors in terms of easing the 
operational constraints and 
compliance requirements,” 
stated a SEBI release. 

The regulator has also al¬ 
lowed central banks of coun¬ 


tries that are not members of 
Bank for International Settle¬ 
ment (BIS) to register as FPIs 
in India since, as per SEBI, 
such entities are “relatively 
long term, low risk investors 
directly/indirectly managed 
by the government”. FPIs 
have cumulatively sold 


‘Much-needed boost’ 

“This is a much-needed 
boost to the FPI route, which 
had been languishing on ac¬ 
count of multiple issues in 
the past few months,” said 
Shruti Rajan, partner, Cyril 
Amarchand Mangaldas. 

“Relaxing the broad-based 
criteria will open up the FPI 
route to a whole new catego¬ 
ry of entities that were un¬ 
able to meet the 20-investor 
test. The most interesting 
part... lies in the references 
made to rationalisation of 
offshore derivative instru¬ 
ments . This has historically 
been a matter of debate with¬ 
in the industry and it will be 
interesting to see what 
changes are finally imple¬ 
mented,” she added. 


SEBI has expressed con¬ 
cerns over the recent propo¬ 
sal of the government to in¬ 
crease the minimum 
threshold of public holding 
in listed companies from the 
current 25% to 35%. 

“... there are certain as¬ 
pects which need to be furth¬ 
er examined as to what the 
right level to mandate is,” SE¬ 
BI Chairman Ajay Tyagi told 
the media, post the board 
meeting. He highlighted the 
fact that a significant number 
of listed public sector under¬ 
takings are yet to comply 
with the 25% public holding 
norm and have been given 
time till August 2020 to 
comply and also that the 
primary market was not do¬ 
ing well currently. 

“All these issues need con¬ 
sideration and examination, 
so time being we will exa¬ 


mine all those issues,” added 
Mr. Tyagi. The regulator has 
amended the Prohibition of 
Insider Trading Regulations 
to include a clause to reward 
whistle-blowers up to £ 
crore if the information leads 
to a disgorgement order of at 
least £ crore. 

The regulator has also 
brought in clauses to protect 
the informant from victimi¬ 
sation in the form of termina¬ 
tion, suspension or demo¬ 
tion, among other things. 

The SEBI said it had gath¬ 
ered details about alleged fi¬ 
nancial irregularities at CG 
Power and Industrial Solu¬ 
tions and was looking into 
the matter. “We have ob¬ 
tained some details of what 
is going on with them. We 
will look into it,” Mr. Tyagi 
said.

Ayukawa added. “I believe if 
the government decides that 


way, it will be very helpful.”

“If the first transaction is 
being performed along 
with the registration of e- 
mandate, then AFA valida¬ 
tion may be combined,” 
the RBI said. 


Economy needs larger push: Das 

‘Demand clearly slowing down, investment losing traction’

MUMBAI 

With clear evidence of dom¬ 
estic demand slowing down 
further, with investment ac¬ 
tivity losing traction, Re¬ 
serve Bank of India (RBI) go¬ 
vernor Shaktikanta Das said 
supporting growth was the 
utmost priority of the cen¬ 
tral bank as inflation re¬ 
mained under control, the 
minutes of the August mone¬ 
tary policy review meeting 
showed. 

“With headline inflation 
projected to remain within 
the target over the next one- 
year horizon, supporting 
domestic growth by further 
reducing interest rates 
needs to be given the utmost 
priority,” Mr. Das had said. 

The RBI had reduced the 
repo rate by an unconven¬ 
tional 35 basis points (bps) 
during the monetary policy 
review, and by 110 bps since 
February this year - bring-

ing down the repo rate to a 
nine-year low of 5.4%. The 
RBI typically revises interest 
rates in multiples of 25 bps. 
Mr. Das noted that with glo¬ 
bal demand weakening, 
there is a need to ‘bolster 
dwindling domestic de¬ 
mand’ and support invest¬ 
ment activity. 

“Given the current and 
evolving inflation and 
growth scenario at this junc¬ 
ture, it can no longer be a 
business-as-usual approach. 


The economy needs a larger 
push,” he said, adding that a 
conventional 25 bps cut 
would be inadequate. 

“On the other hand, a 50 
bps rate cut might be exces¬ 
sive and indicate a knee jerk 
reaction,” he said. 

Four of the six-member 
monetary policy committee 
voted for the 35 bps rate cut 
while two members, Pami 
Dua and Chetan Ghate, vot¬ 
ed for a 25 bps cut. “Given 
the evolving growth-infla¬ 
tion risk picture, monetary 
policy should be used judi¬ 
ciously,” Mr. Ghate said. Ms. 
Dua said the 100 bps cut 
since February was ‘suffi¬ 
cient’. Another external 
member, R.H. Dholakia, said 
he would have liked the pol¬ 
icy rate cut to be 40 bps but 
added, “I do not mind going 
with majority opinion of cut¬ 
ting the rate by 35 bps this 
time, and maintaining the 
accommodative stance.”

NTPC plans to become second 
largest coal producer in India 

Power major aims for output of over 100 MTPA

State-owned NTPC plans to 
become India’s second lar¬ 
gest coal producer after Coal 
India to ensure long-term 
fuel security for its power 
plants. 

Confirming the develop¬ 
ment, Gurdeep Singh, CMD, 
NTPC told The Hindu , “We 
plan to produce over 100 
million tonnes per annum 
(MTPA) of coal from the 11 
coal blocks allocated to us, 
making us India’s second- 
largest coal producer in the 
coming years.” 

Last year. Coal India had 
produced 606 million 
tonnes of coal and had tar¬ 
geted a milestone of one bil¬ 
lion tonnes by 2025. 



NTPC had been allotted 11 
coal blocks - Pakri-Barwa- 
dih, Chatti Bariatu, Keranda- 
ri, Dulanga, Talaipalli, Bha- 
lumuda, Banai, 

Mandakani-B, Banhardih 
Kundanali-Luburi (in JV with 
Jammu & Kashmir State Pow¬ 
er Development Corpora¬ 
tion) and Badam Coal Block 


with geological coal reserves 
of more than 7.3 billion 
tonnes and a production po¬ 
tential of 113 MTPA. 

“This year, we will pro¬ 
duce 8-9 MTPA of coal and 
gradually scale it to over 100 
MTPA in phases. Coal is so¬ 
mething that continues to 
bother us. There will always 
be an issue with respect to 
coal. However, in the last 
quarter, we didn’t lose on 
power generation due to 
coal non-availability,” said 
Mr. Singh. 

NTPC needs over 160 
MTPA of coal for fuelling its 
41,580-MW power capacity. 

NTPC had received a sup¬ 
ply of 176.10 million metric 
tonnes (MMT) of coal during 
FY19.

Ind Bank Housing Ltd. 
(IBHL) is ‘taking efforts’ to 
revive its lending operations 
and has prepared a road 
map in this direction, a top 
official wrote in the firm’s 
28th annual report. 

The road map included 
restructuring capital, reco¬ 
vering non-performing as¬ 
sets (NPA) and restarting 
lending operations, wrote 
Sesha Sai PLVK, managing 
director, IBHL. IBHL had 
stopped lending activities in 
2000 due to negative net 
worth and the lack of work¬ 
ing capital. Currently, the 
firm has accumulated losses 
running to H37.58 crore 
while the capital adequacy 
ratio was in the negative. 


Regarding capital restruc¬ 
turing, Mr. Sai said in the re¬ 
port that the entire out¬ 
standing term loan of H29 
crore would be converted 
into non-cumulative, com¬ 
pulsorily convertible prefe¬ 
rence shares for a period of 
20 years. 

The capital restructuring 
proposal was approved by 
the firm’s promoter and len¬ 
der. Indian Bank holds 51% 
in the housing finance subsi¬ 
diary followed by HUDCO 
with 25%. The annual report 
noted that the Securities 
and Exchange Board of In¬ 
dia had given its approval 
for the Real Estate Invest¬ 
ment Trust platform, which 
would help create a H.25 
trillion opportunity in the 
Indian market over time. 


Centre to ease 
approval process for 
mining leases 

Mining law to be amended

The Centre is planning to 
scrap the need for State go¬ 
vernments to take an appro¬ 
val from the Centre prior to 
granting a mining lease to 
companies. Union Coal Se¬ 
cretary Sumanta Chaudhuri 
said. 

Kicking off a stakeholder 
consultation process on coal 
sector issues, he said this 
would be among the govern¬ 
ment’s initiatives to speed 
up operationalisation of 
coal mines. 

“This single move, to be 
effected through an amend¬ 
ment in Parliament, will re¬ 
duce the entire process by 
around a year,” Mr. Chaud¬ 
huri said, talking to repor¬ 
ters on the sidelines of a FIC- 
CI meeting. 

Currently, before grant¬ 
ing a mining lease, the State 
Governments are required 
to put the proposed project, 
through a process called 
‘prior approval’ under 
which it had to file an appli¬ 
cation with the Centre seek¬ 
ing its nod for a project for 
which clearances had been 
already granted. 

“State-level clearances 
are necessary but this (prior 
approval) amounts to dupli¬ 
cation and time wastage,” 
Mr. Chaudhuri said, adding 
that although since 2014, 
about 80 allocations were 
auctioned or nominated for 
coal mining “the conversion 
to production has not been 
great., there was need to 
find ways to correct it”, he 
said. 

Former Coal India Ltd. 
chairman P. S. Bhattach- 
aryya said as steps are taken 
for import-substitution and 
correction of structural is¬ 
sues in power sector, the 



coal sector needs to gear up 
for meeting an additional 
demand of 400-425 million 
tonnes per annum (MTPA) 
beyond the usual growth, 
including commissioning of 
power capacities in the pi¬ 
peline, that can be met by 
securing incremental coal 
production of40 - 50 MTPA 
between CIL and SCCL. 

Mr. Chaudhuri said that 
among the several measures 
being taken to hasten coal 
projects in the pipeline was 
allowing the sale of 25% of 
coal in case of allocation of 
specified end-use plants. 

Ashish Upadhyaya Joint 
Secretary, Union Coal Minis¬ 
try, said this would boost 
the profitability of the firms 
implementing the projects. 

The government is pursu¬ 
ing a carrot-and-stick policy 
by promoting ease-of-doing 
business on the one-hand 
and strict implementation 
of existing rules, on the oth¬ 
er. 

“There was reluctance on 
the part of the allottees to go 
the extra mile to operation¬ 
alise mines as they continue 
to have coal linkages,” Mr. 
Chaudhuri noted. 

He said moves was afoot 
to bring in more players in 
coal exploration, in addition 
to Coal Mine Planning and 
Design Institute Ltd.

Bhakra Dam saves downstream 
areas by regulating incoming 
flood and restricting releases 
from spillway gates 

Water level in reservoir of 
Bhakra Dam was 1681 feet at 
10.00 am on 19.08.2019 against 
the permissible storage level 
of 1680 feet. Considering the 
available forecast from the India 
Meteorological Department in 
the entire catchment area of the 
river Satluj from Tibet up to the 
dam site on 16.08.2019, Bhakra 
Beas Management Board took 
the decision to release about 538 
cumec (19000 cusec) through 


spillway of the dam in addition 
to the releases from turbines 
from 16.08.2019, in order to 
minimise synchronisation of water 
flow generated in the rivulets 
downstream of the dam. 

BBMB has stopped generation 
of power from Pong Dam. Thus, 
water release of 10,000 cusec for 
generation in Pong dam has also 
been stopped to minimize the 
flooding at Harike barrage. 


The position of water in Bhakra 
dam is being monitored 
continuously and is under control. 
All necessary steps are being 
taken for the safety of the Dam 
as well as for release of minimum 
possible water through spillway, 
downstream of the dam.

Through YouTube channel Kcyclopedia - Kerala’s Cycling 
Encyclopedia, two men aim to promote a healthy lifestyle

Staying rooted to one’s chair 
for long hours is perhaps an 
occupational hazard for many, 
especially in the corporate 
world. 

Taking the battle against the 
bulge to the streets are techies 
and avid cyclists Vishnu Lai R 
and Krishnamoorthy GV, who 
have hopped on the saddle 
with their YouTube channel 
and Facebook page Kcyclope¬ 
dia - Kerala’s Cycling Encyclo¬ 
pedia with the message of 


“promoting an active lifestyle 
through cycling.” 

From vlogs on cycle expedi¬ 
tions to tips and advices for be¬ 
ginners to quirky cycling anec¬ 
dotes, Kcyclopedia aspires to 
be exactly what it calls itself: an 
encyclopedia of cycling. “To¬ 
day, many of us are not physi¬ 
cally fit due to our sedentary 
lifestyles. Only a few are doing 
something about it though,” 
says Vishnu, who is based in 
Thiruvananthapuram. 

It all began with a conversa¬ 
tion between the two on health 


concerns among the young last 
October. “After eating to our 
heart’s content at a restaurant, 
we were watching a game of 
football at a ground. We sud¬ 
denly felt guilty for indulging 
ourselves despite our seden¬ 
tary lifestyles. It was like an 
epiphany and we decided to 
change gears, motivated by 
fear and guilt,” says Vishnu. 
Running and hitting the gym 
did not work out as they could 
not sustain the activities in the 
long run. 

But cycling proved different. 


Once they started enjoying its 
benefits, there was no turning 
back. “We realised it was not 
only an exercise, but an expe¬ 
rience in itself. This gave us an 
impetus for not giving up. With 
the energy required to run 10 
kilometres, I can perhaps cycle 
50 kilometres with the bonus 
of seeing new places and meet¬ 
ing different people,” adds 
Vishnu. The duo started hitting 
the roads on their bikes in the 
mornings, while embarking on 
longer rides on weekends. 
“Kcyclopedia was then 
launched in April to share our 
cycling experiences with oth¬ 
ers,” says Krishnamoorthy. 

If their ‘How-to videos’ are 
chiefly for beginners, the ‘Foo¬ 
die cyclist’ series documents a 
biker’s culinary experiences. 
To drive home the message of 
the importance of staying ac¬ 
tive, Vishnu and Krishnamoor¬ 
thy embarked upon an All Ker¬ 
ala Cycle Ride, from Kumbala 
in Kasaragod to Thiruvanan¬ 
thapuram, covering about 650 
kilometres in six days. “It was a 
journey of self-discovery. Mo¬ 
reover, the odyssey boosted 
our confidence and proved

that it’s possible to travel such 
a distance on a bicycle,” says 
Krishnamoorthy. They have 
been on one-off trips to Pon- 
mudi, Sasthampara, Ponnum- 
thuruthu and 
Munroe Island, 
the latest being 
Sundarapan- 
diapuram in 
Thenkasi, 
known for its 
picturesque 
sunflower 
fields. While Vishnu often 
uploads videos of solo bike 
trips, the two are often joined 
by members of Trivandrum 
Bikers’ Club. 

A fair amount of prepara¬ 
tion goes into each trip. “On 
top of the list is helmet. We en¬ 
sure that the cycles are in per¬ 
fect condition. We also carry 
chocolates and groundnut bur- 
fi as energy-boosters and, of 
course, water, which is a cy¬ 
clist’s fuel. An additional tyre 
tube and a mini-pump are also 
handy. Our video titled ‘Cy¬ 
cling Tour Essentials’ gives an

overview about all these. 
Then, if I’m travelling solo, I 
carry my camera tripod too,” 
explains Vishnu, who edits the 
videos himself. During the 
Ponmudi trip, 
undertaken on 
a folding cycle, 
Vishnu flagged 
off a ‘Dust It Off 
Campaign’ as a 
fervent appeal 
to those who 
have bought cy¬ 
cles but have junked them. 

Vishnu says that cycling im¬ 
proves one’s road sense. 
“When you are on a cycle, you 
tend to be alert. This effective¬ 
ly translates to the way you 
ride your motorbike as well.” 
With our country’s unpredicta¬ 
ble roads and chaotic traffic, 
bicycling is no cinch. “You are 
seldom respected when you 
are on the road on a cycle. Ho¬ 
wever, with cyclists constitut¬ 
ing only a minuscule minority, 
I don’t think it’s fair to ask the 
government to provide us cy¬ 
cling lanes. But I hope things 
get better for cyclists in due 
course,” he says. 

Moving forward, the duo 
hopes to kick-start “a collective 
of cycling enthusiasts” within 
the techie community. “It’ll be 
great if we can make cycling a 
part of our daily commute. We 
have already held discussions 
with some companies about 
the feasibility,” says Krishna¬ 
moorthy. A Manali-Leh trip on 
cycle is also in the pipeline. For 
now, the cycle continues.

IN OUR BACKYARD 


The Lime Butterfly lays its eggs on 
citrus plants, and has a unique way 
of getting its nutrition

You’ve probably seen the 
beautiful Lime Butterfly if you 
have a Chinese Orange ( Ci¬ 
trus medica), Ber (Zizyphus 
mauritiana), or Bael (Aegle 
Marmelos) plant in your back¬ 
yard. The butterfly that be¬ 
longs to the Swallowtail 
group, and is often called the 
Lime Swallowtail, lays its eggs 
on these and other citrus 
plants. It is one of the bigger 
butterflies found in our re¬ 


gion with an impressive wing¬ 
span of about 80-100mm. 

The family of swallowtails 
showcases some of the most 
spectacular butterflies in the 
world and most of the species 
have hind wings that have a 
forked appearance. The Lime 
is an exception. The pattern 
on its wings is chequered with 
irregular spots and patches of 
white, black, yellow, green 
and two orangish-red mark¬ 
ings on the edges of the 
hindwings. 

The butterfly is a mud-pud- 
dler. Mud-puddling is a beha¬ 
viour exhibited by butterflies 
and a few other insects, 
where they sit on moist soil 
and dung, and suck up the 
fluid to extract certain salts 
and nutrients that play an im¬ 
portant role in their life-pro- 
cesses. Seen basking with its 
wings held wide open on

plants, it’s 
usually a low 
flier. 

The fe¬ 
male butterf¬ 
ly goes from 
plant to 

plant, laying a 
single egg, like 
most other swal¬ 
lowtails. The caterpil¬ 
lar has five Instars (stages): 
the first when it emerges from 
the egg (black in colour), the 
second, third, and fourth 
when it outgrows its outer 
skin and sheds it in order to 
accommodate its size. At 
these stages, it’s dark with 
white markings on the body, 
resembling uric acid. This 
makes it look like bird drop¬ 
pings, helping it to escape 
predators. In the final stage, 
the caterpillar assumes a cy¬ 
lindrical shape, uniformly

pale green, with some 
amount of white on its body. 

Most swallowtail caterpil¬ 
lars have a forked organ 
called the osmeterium at the 
base of the head, on the back. 
When threatened, the osme¬ 
terium pops out and releases 
a pungent smell of butyric 
acid, mainly to evade ants, 
parasitic wasps, and flies. The 
Lime butterfly is no 
exception. 

Despite their camouflaging 
prowess, a few caterpillars 


are found by parasitic wasps. 
These wasps lay dozens of 
eggs inside of the caterpillars. 
The wasp-larvae feed on the 
butterfly caterpillar from the 
inside. The vital organs are 
spared at first to keep the ca¬ 
terpillar alive until it’s ready 
to pupate, after which even 
those are consumed. Shortly 
before or soon after the pupa¬ 
tion process, the wasp parasi- 
toids emerge from their host, 
thus killing it. 

The widespread range of 


this butterfly indicates its tol¬ 
erance and adaptation to di¬ 
verse habitats as we can see 
them in gardens, farmlands 
and sometimes forest patch¬ 
es.

The embers of war 




KANISHKAA BALACHANDRAN 

When Wing Commander Abhi- 
nandan Varthaman’s MiG 21 was 
shot down by Pakistan in Febru¬ 
ary, he ejected and was soon cap¬ 
tured. He was released as a good¬ 
will gesture nearly three days 
later and returned to a hero’s wel¬ 
come across the border. 

Over 51 years ago, Lt Comman¬ 
der John McCain wasn’t so lucky. 
The future Senator and Republi¬ 
can nominee for US President 
was in the middle of a bombing 
mission over North Vietnam in 
1967 when his fighter plane was 
gunned down. He was rescued at 
True Bach Lake and sent to Hoa 


Lo Prison in Hanoi, which Ameri¬ 
can Prisoners of War (PoWs) sar¬ 
castically referred to as the Hanoi 
Hilton. McCain walked free, but 
after nearly six years. 

‘Hell on earth ‘ 

Hoa Lo Prison and the War Rem¬ 
nants Museum in Ho Chi Minh Ci¬ 
ty are reminders of Vietnam’s 
past. A section of the prison is 
now a museum, detailing Viet¬ 
nam’s independence struggle 
against the French, and the pe¬ 
riod when American PoWs were 
incarcerated between 1964 and 
1973, the year the US’ involve¬ 
ment in the Vietnam War ended. 
The brutal French prison led Viet¬ 


namese prisoners to nickname 
Hoa Lo Prison as “hell on earth”. 

One room, known as the ca- 
chot (dungeon), has models of 
prisoners huddled together with 
their legs in stocks. The morbidi¬ 
ty grows as you walk through to 
the death row cells, one of which 
has a haunting model of an ema¬ 
ciated prisoner awaiting his bar¬ 
baric end, by the guillotine, also 
displayed in a large room. 

Some prisoners did manage to 
escape, through two under¬ 
ground sewers, displayed out¬ 
side. A caption claims that in 
March 1945, over 100 escaped. 
What remains of Hoa Lo Prison 
(after part of it was demolished in 


the 1990s) details the horrors of 
oppression and torture inflicted 
by the imperialists, and a floor is 
dedicated to the heroics of revo¬ 
lutionary fighters. However, the 
American section is confined, 
surprisingly, to just a couple of 
rooms. The exhibits include the 
uniforms worn by the captured 
pilots, their prison clothes, uten¬ 
sils. However, you could be 
tricked into thinking that Hilton- 
level luxuries were available to 
the PoWs, as you see pictures of 
them playing outdoor sport, 
chess, being treated to fancy 
meals, reading letters from home 
and singing Christmas carols. The 
prison claims that the PoWs were

“treated humanely”, but it con¬ 
trasts with multiple accounts, on 
camera and in memoirs, by in¬ 
mates like McCain and Everett Al¬ 
varez Jr (one of the longest-serv¬ 
ing PoWs at Hoa Lo) to name a 
few, that they were inflicted with 
grotesque acts of torture, com¬ 
parable with the French. 

Fascinating tales by survivors 
of how they communicated by 
tapping on walls in secret get no 
mention here. In these places, it’s 
hard to expect balanced accounts 
of war and struggle, so the propa¬ 
ganda at Hoa Lo is hard to miss. 

However, no matter whose 
side of the fence you are on, the 
destruction and misery of war is 


real and inescapable. An estimat¬ 
ed 58,000 Americans died, the 
Vietnamese casualties on both 
sides were exponentially higher. 
Pictures show parts of Hanoi re¬ 
duced to a rubble following 
America’s B-52 carpet bombings 
in 1972. 

Remains of the day 

The War Remnants Museum 
takes you head on into the hor¬ 
rors of the Vietnam War in graph¬ 
ic detail. This multi-storey build¬ 
ing at the centre of Ho Chi Minh 
City was inaugurated in 1975 as 
the ‘Exhibition House for US and 
Puppet Crimes’. The vast com¬ 
pound displays American tanks, 
helicopters, fighter planes. Ho¬ 
witzers etc, a treat for defence ex¬ 
perts and enthusiasts. 

This museum too lacks ba¬ 
lanced reporting of the war, but is 
a very sobering experience for its 
exhibition of horrific pictures, 
many of which were recovered 
from cameras of photographers 
(133 of them) who perished on 
duty. The exhibition Requiem, 
curated by photographers Tim 
Page and Horst Faas, is a tribute 
to these photographers, whose 
images from the battlefield were a 
shock to the system, to many

Americans in particular, who 
were kept in the dark about the 
events in Vietnam. 

There are many gut-wrenching 
images - villagers pleading with 
the US Marines for mercy; a white 
soldier holding what remained of 
a Vietnamese soldier ripped 
apart by a grenade; young chil¬ 
dren hiding from their captors in 
a sewer; mass graves. The gallery 
Agent Orange shows haunting im¬ 
ages of the after-effects of dioxin 
and napalm, used by the Ameri¬ 
cans to destroy crops and foliage. 
Even today, successive genera¬ 
tions of Vietnamese and Ameri¬ 
can soldiers who came into con¬ 
tact with the deadly dioxin are 
born with deformities and diseas¬ 
es of the worst kind. 

This museum portrays the 
Americans and their allies as the 
aggressors. A sign shows the find¬ 
ings of the Bertrand Russell Tri¬ 
bunal (1967), which held the US 
government “guilty of genocide”. 
The open air exhibition area re¬ 
creates parts of the prisoner of 
war camp at Phu Quoc island, run 
by the then Saigon government, 
that detained Viet Cong forces. 
Captions detail the torture tech¬ 
niques used, and accounts from 
survivors. The museum, interest¬ 
ingly, doesn’t trumpet the 
achievements by the North Viet¬ 
namese in suppressing the Amer¬ 
icans. Images of victory can be 
seen in the section Historical 
Truths, which recaps events like 
the freedom struggle, the 1954 
Dien Bien Phu battle that stunned 
the French into submission, the 
Fall of Saigon. 

The theme on the ground floor 
is the fight for peace, with images 
of anti-war protests around the 
globe, including Calcutta. Pic¬ 
tures of some American PoWs - 
described, sarcastically or not, as 
the “special guests” - are repro¬ 
duced here as well, for the benefit 
of visitors who couldn’t make it to 
Hoa Lo. 

Pictures show McCain, Alvarez 
and others returning to Hoa Lo 
decades after their release, revis¬ 
iting the past, yet not reopening 
old wounds. Facts may be debat¬ 
ed or put to rest, but by the end of 
the tour, you can’t help but ad¬ 
mire the resilience of the Vietna¬ 
mese. Political bridges may have 
been built, but the scars of war 
will remain, and that’s what the 
battle-weary country seeks to do 
through its war museums - re¬ 
mind, forgive, but not forget.

NORTH SOUND (ANTIGUA) 

A perfect combination and a 
winning start will be fore¬ 
most on skipper Virat Kohli’s 
mind when India takes on 
the West Indies in its inaugu¬ 
ral World Test Champion¬ 
ship opener here on 
Thursday. 

On paper, a batting line¬ 
up that has Kohli, Chetesh- 
war Pujara, K.L. Rahul, Rohit 
Sharma and Rishabh Pant in 
the ranks should be termed 
clear favourite, but this West 
Indies team, led by Jason 
Holder, is no pushover. 

England found that out 
the hard way at the start of 
the year when it lost a Test 
series 2-1 on some of the 
most lively pitches. 

New ball challenge 

Kohli and head coach Ravi 
Shastri, who recently got a 
fresh contract, will be wary 
of the challenge that can be 
posed by the new ball pair of 
Kemar Roach and Shannon 
Gabriel along with Jason Hol¬ 
der bowling his steady seam- 
up spells. 

If there is pace and 
bounce, Kohli is likely to go 
with four specialist bowlers 
in which R. Ashwin and Kul- 
deep Yadav will be fighting 
for the lone spinner’s slot. 

The three pacers, in all li¬ 
kelihood, will be Jasprit 
Bumrah, Ishant Sharma and 
Mohammed Shami. 

On the batting front, Kohli 
wants the opening combina¬ 
tion of Mayank Agarwal and 
K.L. Rahul to make the most 
of their chances in the series. 

“We have selected only 
two openers, so the idea is to 
give them four innings, just 
let them go out there and ex¬ 
press themselves. Mayank 
has done really well, KL [Ra¬ 
hul] has performed well in 
the past, he is looking for¬ 
ward to making things count 


in Test cricket again,” Kohli 
said on the eve of the match. 

“At the end of the day, as 
much as individuals want to 
perform, it is about what you 
can do as a team. If you look 
at the Melbourne Test, how 
[Hanuma] Vihari and 
Mayank opened and though 


Vihari scored just 18 or 20 
runs, he batted for 85 balls, 
tells you it is all about team, 
and he handled the situation 
so well that Pujara and my¬ 
self could go out there and 
play the way we did and Puj¬ 
ara then went to get that cen¬ 
tury for us.”

Viv Richards is looking for¬ 
ward to the two-match Test 
series between India and the 
West Indies starting at Anti¬ 
gua on Thursday. He is also 
excited about getting to see 
Virat Kohli in action. 

Richards, who is a panelist 
on Extraaa Innings on Sony 
Pictures Sports Network for 
the series, shares his views 
with The Hindu in an email 
interview. Excerpts: 

How do you view the 
forthcoming Test series? 
Other than Virat who are the 
players you are keen to 
watch? 

I would love to see the West 
Indies. Both the teams have 
the same kind of fireworks 
and the so called seam attack 
to exploit these conditions, 
and this is what I would love 
to see. We took on England 
with their firepower and we 
won and everyone says “Aah, 
but India has got the Bum- 
rahs, the Shamis and the Ku¬ 
mars and all these other 
guys.” So, we should be pre¬ 
pared to take some knocks. 
We got to give some, take 
some. And that to me would 
create some sort of vehe¬ 
mence and it is going to be 
competitive. 

How relevant is this India- 
West Indies series in view of 
Test championship? 

Certainly I think that it is a 
great format. And to be fair, I 
think this is where the ODI 
and T20 were born from that 
particular format. I would 
not like to see Test match 
cricket to disappear. Why be¬ 
cause, you speak of (Don) 
Bradman... I was fortunate in 
a big way to be around Sunil 
Gavaskar and all the great 
players, and that is why I 
think we have the T20. It has 
evolved and I believe we 
need to preserve this format. 
Where would you place Tests 


between India and West 
Indies when you were 
playing? 

In the earlier days, there 
were a lot of folks who would 
be sorted out if not 
equipped. Nowadays, I think 
what makes the game easier 
as the umpire makes a signal 
on you that’s one or two for 
the over (bouncers) and it is 
too predictable, in my opi¬ 
nion. Those days, it wasn’t 
so. The players of today do 
have an advantage, especially 
if you are a batsman. 

You always praise Virat. How 
much of yourself do you see 
in him? 

I have a lot of respect for Vi¬ 
rat. I see a lot of attitudes si¬ 


milar, we are both so passion¬ 
ate about our leadership, we 
are passionate about how our 
fieldsmen behave, because 
he is driven and I have always 
felt that is why he is the cap¬ 
tain. This guy leads from the 
front and I enjoy that and ap¬ 
preciate that. I made a state¬ 
ment once, where I had seen 
him on the long-on boundary 
in a match, and it was an ap¬ 
peal for a leg before; he is a 
long way from the square. 

He is hands on. I have so¬ 
metimes been accused of be¬ 
ing hard on my players and 
the other day I saw him doing 
the same; I thought to myself 
“man... yeah I have done it 
too”.

BCCI was thrilled with the 
57 per cent hike in sponsor¬ 
ship amount.

Langer wants Australia to avoid bouncer battle 

England opener Roy passes concussion test; Bayliss hints at batting reshuffle

Australia coach Justin Langer 
has told his side to avoid be¬ 
ing drawn into a bouncer 
battle after Steve Smith was 
ruled out of the third Test 
against England. 

His absence from the third 
Test at Headingley, starting 
on Thursday, leaves Austra¬ 
lia with a huge hole to fill. 

Langer insisted that his 
side would not be side¬ 
tracked from its goal of be¬ 
coming the first Australian 
team in 18 years to win an 
Ashes series in England. 

“We know what our plans 
are to beat England,” said 
Langer. “It’s not an ego 
game.” 

Meanwhile, England

As the start of the 2019 U.S. 
Open approaches, the indeli¬ 
ble image from last year’s 
tournament does not involve 
a particularly remarkable 
shot or a champion holding a 
trophy. 

Instead, it is, and likely fo¬ 
rever will remain, Serena 
Williams pointing her index 
finger at chair umpire Carlos 
Ramos while insisting that he 
owed her an apology after 
they clashed during the wo¬ 
men’s final. 

The tenor of that match 
between Serena who then 
was, and currently is, seek¬ 
ing a 24th Grand Slam singles 
trophy and Naomi Osaka 
whose terrific performance 
during a 6-2, 6-4 victory lar¬ 
gely was ignored amid the 
chaos that enveloped Arthur 
Ashe Stadium that day shift¬ 
ed after Ramos warned the 
American for receiving a 
coaching signal from the 
stands and devolved from 
there. She eventually was 
docked a point and, later, a 
game and afterward, was 
fined $17,000. 

Almost a full 12 months la¬ 
ter, with first-round play be¬ 
ginning on Monday at Flush¬ 
ing Meadows, the 
ramifications of that 1-hour, 
19-minute contest still rever¬ 
berate, including this - Ra¬ 
mos will not officiate match¬ 
es involving Serena Williams 
or her older sister, Venus. 

“We’ve decided that there 
are over 900 other matches 
and Carlos, for 2019, will not 
be in the chair for a Williams 
sisters match,” U.S. Tennis 
Association executive Stacey 
Allaster said in a telephone 


interview. “We want the at¬ 
tention of the competition to 
be on the athletes.” 

Among the key story lines 
that carry over - Serena Wil¬ 
liams, also the runner-up at 
Wimbledon each of the past 
two years, is trying to equal 
Margaret Court’s mark for 
most major singles cham¬ 
pionships. Osaka, who ad¬ 
ded her second Slam title at 


the Australian Open in Janu¬ 
ary, returns to New York 
ranked No. 1 and dealing 
with knee discomfort that 
forced her withdrawal from a 
tune-up tournament last 
week. 

What’s more, the tennis 
world is filled with ongoing 
discussions and debates 
about such matters as the 
proper role of chair umpires. 


the way the code of conduct 
is constructed and, maybe 
above all, whether in-match 
coaching should be permit¬ 
ted everywhere. 

On that last subject, there 
are those who would like to 
see it, such as the USTA itself 
which lobbied, to no avail so 
far, the folks who run the 
other majors to approve 
coaching or Williams’ coach. 


Patrick Mouratoglou, who 
acknowledged right after last 
year’s final that he was at¬ 
tempting to communicate 
with his player and also not¬ 
ed, correctly, that surrepti¬ 
tious coaching happens all 
the time and goes 
unpunished. 

Different opinions 

Says Allaster -“I understand 
it’s polarizing, but ultimately, 
we have to look at how tennis 
competes and is relevant. ... 
Access is a key part of it; en¬ 
gagement with fans that 
want to hear from the 
players and coaches.” 

Says Mouratoglou - “I 
have never understood why 
tennis is just about the only 
sport in which coaching dur¬ 
ing matches is not allowed.” 


There are others, such as 
Roger Federer or the person 
in charge of Wimbledon, 
who think it goes against the 
very fabric of the game. 

Says Federer: “I’m of the 
opinion that we shouldn’t 
have coaching in tennis. ... 
It’s what actually makes our 
sport unique.” 

Says All England Club ex¬ 
ecutive chairman Richard 
Lewis, “most of the men 
have said they’re against it. A 
lot of coaches have said 
they’re against it. 

“There’s a lot of people 
Wimbledon, as much as any¬ 
body who feel that tennis is 
very special because it is a 
gladiatorial contest.... You’re 
on your own.” 

It’s a topic that hangs over 
the season’s last major, even 


if there are plenty of results- 
related questions for the 
hard-court tournament’s two 
weeks. 

None of that, though, is 
fraught with the greater sig¬ 
nificance of a possible rule 
change. As things stand, 
there is nothing consistent 
about coaching, a reflection 
of the each-week-is-different 
situation in a sport without a 
commissioner or a single ru- 
lebook. 

“I wish (men and women) 
had coaching,” said Sam 
Querrey, a Wimbledon semi¬ 
finalist in 2017, “and you 
could talk to your coach whe¬ 
never you want.” 

Grand Slam tournaments 
do not allow coaching, for 
male or female players, in 
main-draw matches, alth¬ 


ough the U.S. Open began 
trying it for qualifying and ju¬ 
niors in 2017. 

The International Tennis 
Federation does allow it for 
Davis Cup and Fed Cup 
matches, even letting coach¬ 
es sit courtside. 

The ATP doesn’t allow it 
for tournaments on the 
men’s professional circuit. 

Yet the WTA does let 
coaches come down out of 
the stands to talk to players 
during changeovers, someth¬ 
ing that was ushered in more 
than a decade ago when Al¬ 
laster was the CEO of the wo¬ 
men’s tour. 

“Either have it everywh¬ 
ere or nowhere,” 2016 U.S. 
Open runner-up Karolina 
Pliskova said, “but I prefer 
nowhere.”

The Paralympics chief said 
the 2020 Games are “on 
track”, but raised alarm bells 
over a dearth of accessible 
hotel rooms here with only 
one year to go.

With one year to go, we’re 
totally on schedule, on 
track,” Andrew Parsons told 
AFP in an interview to mark 
12 months until the start of 
the Games on August 25, 
2020 . 

However, he admitted 
that his “biggest concern” 
was still the poor selection of 
hotel rooms equipped for 
the thousands of disabled 
supporters, journalists and 
coaches poised to descend 
for the 13-day competition. 

Athletes and some sup¬ 
port staff will be housed in 
the Olympic Village where 
there will be enough wheel¬ 
chair-friendly rooms. 

But outside the village, 
currently only half of the ful¬ 
ly accessible rooms needed 
for the Games are available 
and Paralympic officials do 
not want hotels to be too 
widely dispersed around the 



Games and recently won in 
that in India Open in Guwa- 
hati and the 23rd President 
Cup in Indonesia,” Mary told 
The Hindu.

“I think the final was al¬ 
ways going to be tough, we 
lost to New Zealand earlier. 
But we had been having 
practice sessions after that 
and worked on our mis¬ 
takes,” he added. 

Both teams began the 


match on a cautious note 
staying mostly in the mid- 
field. India won a penalty 
corner in the seventh mi¬ 
nute, but couldn’t capitalise 
on it. However, skipper Har¬ 
manpreet didn’t miss out on 
a re-awarded penalty corner. 
He executed a perfect drag- 
flick to put India in the lead. 

The Indian team conti¬ 
nued to hold possession and 
put pressure on the New Zea¬ 
land defence and ended the 
first quarter at 1-0. 

Shamsher increased the 
lead for India through a pe¬ 
nalty corner in the 18th mi¬ 
nute. New Zealand managed 
to make only two circle en¬ 


tries in the second quarter 
even as the Indian team 
scored three more goals. Ni¬ 
lakanta found the back of the 
net in the 22nd minute be¬ 
fore Gursahibjit and Man- 
deep scored in quick 
succession. 

Vivek Prasad intercepted 
the ball brilliantly to assist a 
goal for Gursahibjit and Man- 
deep converted a penalty 
corner just before the half¬ 
time whistle.
